NEW WESTMINSTER 
Rebelling prisoners in B.C. 
Pen — who say they fear 
guards will launch a “massa¬ 
cre” assault to end the rebel¬ 
lion — Wednesday demanded 
that Mounties or the army 
replace guards. 

Convicted murderer Ivan 
Horvat. spokesman for the 
prisoners, told reporters, 
“The situation is getting des¬ 
perate. The inmates fear for 
their lives.” 


A 101-onan Victoria-based 
army contingent of the 
PPCLI. fresh from battle ex¬ 
ercises in Alberta, arrived at 
the prison Wednesday to re¬ 
lieve a 72-man contingent. 

Horvat said first priority is 
to ensure those in positions of 
power do not panic and "start 
peppering this place with 
shotguns . . . We are talking 


about lives on a mass scale.” 

"We are worried that the 
organization in charge of guns 
and other weaponry floating 
around are the same people 
who shot down Mary Stein¬ 
hauser.” 

Miss Steinhauser. a prison 
classification officer. was 
slain when guards unleashed a 
hail of gunfire in June. 1973, to 


end a 41-hour siege at the 
maximum-security prison. 

Horvat charged there was a 
shortage of food and water in 
the prison, resulting in a “tre¬ 
mendous potential" for an ep¬ 
idemic. 

He again pinned resjionsi- 
bility for the revolt on condi¬ 
tions in the prison—Canada’s 
most troubled penal institu¬ 
tion — and called for the an¬ 
cient fortress-like facility to 
be abandoned. 

He said the hostage, guard 


Wayne Culbert. was being 
well treated and was feeling 
fine. Another hostage was 
freed Tuesday when the in¬ 
mate committee appeared on 
a television broadcast to air 
grievances against the prison 
system. 

It was the third time in two 
days that reporters had been 
allowed into the maximum se¬ 
curity prison here to listen to 
prisoners’ demands and con¬ 
ditions for the release of hos¬ 
tage Culbert. 


Bargaining between the 
prisoner committee and pris¬ 
on officials to free .Culbert 
and end the insurrection, now 
in its third day. stalled 
Wednesday morning over the 
role to be played by the citi¬ 
zens' advisory committee as 
intermediary in negotiations.

Air Canada 

Cockpits

MONTREAL (CP) Air 
Canada announced Wednes¬ 
day it will immediately begin 
to implement terms of a court 
order requiring it to allow the 
use of French in aircraft 
cockpits. 

Airline president Claude 
Taylor has informed manage¬ 
ment personnel the Quebec 
Superior Court order has been 
served on the company and 
its terms will be honored, an 
airline spokesman said. 

The court order was issued 
Sept. 7 by Superior Court 
Chief Justice Jules Deschenes 
after a petition by Serge 
Joyal, Liberal MP for Maison- 
neuve-Rosemont. and 41 
French-speaking Air Canada 
pilots. 

The Quebec Court of Appeal 
refused last Wednesday a re¬ 
quest by the airline to have 
the injunction suspended until 
an appeal could be heard. 

Joyal said in an interview 
the court order had not been 
served immediately after the 
appeal court refusal because 
Air Canada’s lawyers had 
asked for time to seek clarifi¬ 
cation of certain points.

Canada warns UN 
on Cyprus sharing 


UNITED NATIONS (CP» 
Canada told the UN bluntly 
Wednesday it will reconsider 
its participation in the Cyprus 
peacekeeping force if other 
members do not pay their fair 
share of costs. 

External Affairs Minister 
Donald Jamieson noted that* 
only a dozen or so govern¬ 
ments contributed to the 
Cyprus operating fund in the 
first half of this year and that 
the account now is running a 
W0 million deficit. 

If the question is not settled 
soon, he told the General As¬ 
sembly, “my government 
will have to review its posi¬ 
tion as a troop contributor in 
Cyprus.” 

The 2.000-man force, on the 
island since 1964 to keep the 
peace between Greek and 
Turkish Cypriots, includes 515 
Canadians. 

Jamieson’s address marked 
his first appearance at the 
UN since he took over the ex¬ 
ternal affairs portfolio from 
Allan MacEachen earlier this 
month. *

three-day diplomatic foray 
during which Jamieson will 
hold bilateral talks with key 
foreign ministers gathered 
here for the early stages of 
the fall session.

I thought the idea that "a 
big baby Is a healthy baby” 
went out with the dark ages. 
Isn't It true that a big baby 
will most likely be fat all his 
life? 

My husband and I are not 
big people. I gained between 
25 and 30 pounds when I was 
pregnant. That is how much 
my doctor wanted me to gain. 
I also know it is important not 
to let a baby become over¬ 
weight. especially from birth 
to two >ears of age. — Mr*. 
b.h.

be living in the dark ages, but 
they certainly have not kept 
up with modem thinking re- 

g a r d i n g desirable infant 
weight. 

In the first place, much of 
this has to do with heredity. 
Normal birth weight can 
range between six and nine 
l*ounds. Both you and your 
husltand are naturally small 
in atature, you say. With this 
in mind, you can consider 
your baby’r weight very prob¬ 
ably ideal. 


Newborns lose a hit of 
weight in tfte early days of 
life, most of it in excess 
water. Also, large babies tend 
to be slower gainers than 
smaller ones. 

Your ideas about obesity in 
infants is absolutely correct. 
Early overfeeding can set a 
trend of eatinfe t«»r life, esjie- 
cially overfeeding in the first 
six months. This can lead to 
formation of fat ceUs which 
will be difficult to shed later 
on. 

The only thing I find to 
argue with you about is your 
statement that somehow large 
babies are necessarily worse 
off than small ones. This is as 
unfair a generality as the one 
made by your visitors. Again, 
heredity must be taken into 
account. It is true that very 
large birth weight babies can 
raise a suspicion of diabetes 
in the mother.

H E APPEARS to be coming around to the thinking 
of Liberal Leader Gordon Gibson in the matter 
of car insurance rebates for all drivers who stay out of 
trouble. But it s taken ICBC minister Pat McGeer 
seven months and he's still keeping the motoring 
public wondering 

The minister is reported from Kelowna as saying 
that older drivers now are being considered for the 
safe driving dividend made available in February to 
the under-25 age group after there was that great 
outcry about the drastic increases in rates for 
everyone. The young drivers were hit hardest and 
their protests were loudest. And just before they 
planned to storm the legislative buildings they were 
given the rebate word. 

Premier Bill Bennett made the announcement: 
single male drivers under 25 would be returned a 
quarter of their 1976-77 car insurance premiums next 
February if they made no claims during the year. And 
McGeer later expanded on the offer with the 
explanation that an accident-free year meant a year 
during which the insurance policy holder was not 
responsible for an accident: If a driver, for example, 
was involved in an incident with a hit-and-run driver 
such a claim would not be regarded as a claim against 
his insurance. 

The concession was accepted and the protesting 
subsided although unhappiness remained over having 


to find Ihe money to pay th* drastically increased 
premiums. And so it was for the older driver as well 
for whom there was no offer of a non-claims partial 
return which disturbed Gordon Gibson. 

McGeer's former party leader made an 
immediate call for an accident-free dividend for 
drivers generally, arguing that "If it la sound for one 
group, it's sound for all." 

He pointed out. quite correctly, that a system of 
rebates for good driving was not new Insurance 
companies have been using it for years: "Discounts 
are rebates are offered for one. two, three and more 
years of claim-free driving, while claim experience is 
surcharged." 

The minister is aware of this too and why he 
doesn't make it definite that the over-25 age group will 
be given a return on their premiums, making Ihe 
system universal, is a good question. 

There would appear to be no good reason to leave 
the matter dangling along with the probability of an 
over-all decrease in car insurance premiums that the 
ICBC minister has been talking about for next year. 

He says the accident rale has Improved and the 
operation of the Insurance service made more 
efficient which opens the way for lower premiums. 

To make a point-blank announcement now of 
Insurance relief for drivers and good-record rebates 
for all could hardly be injurious to the improved 
position of government car insurance finances. 


Another study 


M ORE THAN TWO months ago federal Urban 
Affairs Minister Barney Danson asked 
provincial housing ministers to join in a study to find 
the real causes of high land costs for housing At that 
time the ministers reached no agreement, apparently 
because of some degree of concern over the scope of 
the proposed investigation Now a report from Ottawa 
says they (with British Columbia and Quebec 
unrepresented i have agreed to a six-month study, 
after eliminating from the federal draft plan, at 
provincial insistence, any reference to foreign 
ownership, government expropriation and 
conservation of agricultural land 

The study group, yet to be chosen, will draw on the 
findings of several land studies already carried out for 
the federal government and other agencies, according 
to Mr. Danson. the object of the exercise being "to 
reduce the price of serviced land ' 

The purpose as stated in July was to prevent 
endless arguments about the facts, and perhaps it has 


been restated by Manitoba Urban Affairs Minister 
Saul Miller who says the newly approved investigation 
must find out what is myth and what is fact in theories 
about the climbing cost of serviced land. 

But one must wonder how study upon study with 
different findings, re-examined and with certain 
considerations excluded, can yield new conclusions 
which no one will dispute, leading to prompt remedial 
action. 

It is predictable that next April, when the 
investigation is complete, some authorities still will 
see myth where others see fact It is predictable also 
that the cost of serviced land will have continued to 

rise. 

Perhaps people should feel fortunate that an 
Alberta proposal to study all elements contributing to 
high housing prices was not accepted. A study of this 
kind, several ministers said, would take at least two 
vears.

Shuttle has military uses 


Speculation about the 
military uses of the world s 
first reuseable spaceship is 
growing in the wake of its un¬ 
veiling in California 

OV 101—a delta-winged, 
snub-nosed craft that is the kev 
element of the space shuttle — 
is destined to be rocketed into 
orbit some 125 'hides up After 
circling the earth for up to 30 
days, it swings back and lands 
at an airport like a conven¬ 
tional plane Most of its 122 foot 
fuselage is taken up by a caver¬ 
nous cargo bay. with double 
doors opening along the top 

It is no sleek, streamlined 
beauty, but a monarch of mov¬ 
ing vans which will be used in a 
program running through to 
the year 2000, at a cost to 
American and European tax¬ 
payers of some >45 billion. 

★ ★ ★ 

NASA s top officials speak In 
glowing terms of a new age of 
transport" which will help al¬ 
leviate some of mankind's ills 
— from disease and drought to 
pollution and earthquake dis¬ 
aster 

Although nothing was heard 
at the "roll-out ' at the 
Rockwell plant here about the 
distinct military title given to 
this last survivor of the man¬ 
ned space program, the

Once armed for action, OV 
101 could carry the first space 
warriors into combat or fire 
nuclear rockets at earth 
targets Experts recalled 
testimony before the Senate 
Aeronautics and Space Com¬ 
mittee to the effect that the 
shuttle would cause "a major 
change in our approach to all 
operations in space." 

Air force spokesmen, while 
disowning any idea of using the 
shuttle as a "warplane." admit 
that the Pentagon has been 
working along these lines for 
some years. But Congress 
thwarted plans for the air 
force's own reuseable 
spaceship, the Dynosoar, with 
budget cutbacks Since then, it 
has seemed politically ex¬ 


pedient for the air force to put 
its space hardware into a 
civilian container, gift- 
wrapped by NASA. 

NASA chief John Fletcher 
acknowledged: "We are saving 
the USAF some money. Bui 
they'll pay us for all their 
flights, on top of laying out >630 
million dollars to build launch 
and landing facilities for the 
shuttle '" 

These will be at Vandenberg 
on the California coast, the air 
force * base for launching its 
own spy satellites by rocket at 
higher coat. As one British 
observer remarked, "It's like 
building someone a Rolls 
Royce and then saying, 
nothing to pay, but you'll have 
to put up your own garage ' " 

The Pentagon is also taking 
over development of the 
"space tug" — an unmanned, 
remote-control rocket vehicle 
which will shift satellites from 
OV lot's “modest" orbiting 
altitude to an operational 
height of 22,000 miles.

One of the first vehicles car¬ 
ried into orbit will be Spacelab.

He shared the grievances of his 
compatriots but felt that their 
wrongs could be righted within 
confederation. In 1962. referr 
mg to a book published by 
Marcel Chaput. one of the early 
and best-known separatists, he 
said that of 16 paragraphs on 


economic reforms for an in¬ 
dependent Quebec, all but the 
first — the abolition of taxation 
to Ottawa — could be under¬ 
taken under the present con¬ 
stitution. 

As prime minister his action 
in the October Crisis of 1970 
was totally consistent with his 
belief that the ' new society ' 
should be effected In the whole 
of Canada while still givings 
Quebec the advantages of 
equality. But while his strong 
inte/ventionist stance sent his 
popularity in English Canada 
skyrocketing, it drove a wedge 
between himself and those of 
the intellectuals who had opted 
for Quebec

mains unconvinced while 
English Canada Is becoming

The respected and politically 
independent Library of 
Congress Congressional 
Research Service has just 
published a report so sobering 
in its Implications that it 
should be mandatory reading 
for everyone in the U.S. ex¬ 
ecutive department and In both 
houses of Congress. 

The report tells us that the 
Russians have been making 
major strides in neutralizing 
the effectiveness of U.S. ther¬ 
monuclear retaliatory 
capability.

They have done this, the 
paper declares, by a continuing 
and conscientious set of civil 
defence initiatives that have 
already diminished greatly the 
vulnerability of Soviet popula¬ 
tions and Soviet cities to 
nuclear attack These efforts 
underwent massive stimula¬ 
tion in 1966. and again in 1972 — 
all in spite of the presumed 
pacific purposes of SALT 
(Strategic Arms Limitation 
Talks) 1 and detente 

The Soviet civil defence 
plans embody three major ele¬ 
ments — the evacuation of ma¬ 
jor cities as a crisis ap¬ 
proaches, the careful preserva¬ 
tion of key personnel in the 
work force so that production 
may be quickly resumed and 
systematic urban planning to 
limit population density and 
disperse industrial installa¬ 
tions. 

* * * 

These initiatives are fortified 
by the reality that less than 
half of the Soviet people are 
dispersed among 1,000 of its 
largest cities, in unhappy con¬ 
trast to the fact that in the 
United States only 140 cities 
house fully half of the popula¬ 
tion.

When there was rioting in a 
Catholic area near his home 
earlier this year, Nugent 
waved down a van and ordered 
its driver to get out. Then he 
drove it away 

The British Army and the 
Royal Ulster Constabulary 
caught up with Nugent and he

Four 
years ago, as a result of 
blackmailing hunger strikes, 
the British government in- 
troudced a system whereby 
even murderers and bombers 
would be treated as "political 
prisoners ”

Merlyn Rees, who earlier 
this month was promoted to 
home secretary after two-and- 
a-half years as secretary for 
Northern Ireland, changed all 
that. The 1,175 convicted ter¬ 
rorists will retain their rights 
until the end of their sentences 
but anyone committing an of¬ 
fence after last March is now 
to be treated in jail as an or¬ 
dinary criminal. 

Because of the tremendous 
backlog in the courts in 
Belfast, such cases are only 
now coming up for sentence — 
and the unfortunate Nugent 
found himself near the top of 
the list. The IRA, with a keen 
eye for the propaganda chance, 
has selected him as its first 
martyr. 

He is an ideal choice from 
this point of view: A poignant 
background combined with a 
not-very heinous offence. The 
next logical step is for him to 
go on hunger strike, in which 
case the British authorities 
would almost certainly let him 
die. In IRA terms he is an ex¬ 
pendable martyr, being a 
young man with no wife or 
children, and one who is suf¬ 
ficiently committed to the 
cause to die. 

If he does die, it will 
demonstrate the tremendous 


value which the Catholic and 
Protestant terrorist organic 
tlons put on retaining political 
status for their offenders. Two 
prison officers have already 
been murdered this year as »• 
protest, and the homes of 
several more attacked. Both 
the IRA and the Ulster Free¬ 
dom Fighters — a Protestant _ 
extremist organization — have 
said that prison officers are 
now "legitimate targets "

The Ulster Defence Associa 
tion, which can probably boast 
a membership of 25.000 Protes 
tant men, showed just what it 
thought of the tougher ap 
proach inside the prisons last 
week. In Protestant areas 
seething mobs caused nearly I 
million pounds worth of 
damage, and 21 double-decker 
buses were destroyed. 

The Protestant leaders 
protested that in the previous 
week 33 of their "men” — and 
six of their "officers" had been 
beaten up by prison staff. They 
and the IRA have also bitterly 
complained about the intimacv 
of new "body searches" by 
prison warders. 

So far the British govern 
ment has stuck to its guns, 
refusing a full inquiry into the 
Protestant prisoners’ com 
plaints and saying that ship 
searches are necessary in view 
of the number of cleverly hid¬ 
den guns and mock guns which 
are frequently found in Ihe 
prisoners’ compounds. 

Of the 1,175 convicted ter¬ 
rorists in Ulster s jails, 665 are 
Catholics and 480 Protestants 
But there are also another 606 
1380 Catholics and 226 
Protestants) awaiting trial If 
they are convicted of offences 
committed since March they 
will each go to a single prison 
cell if the British authorities 
have their way. But they will 
become prisoners of war like 
their 1.175 colleagues if the 
paramilitaries have their way, 
and it’s a way they are not go¬ 
ing to give up lightly.

Two more unions 
shun CLC protest 


VANCOUVER (CP) — The 
Teamsters Union has decided 
not to .join the Canadian 
I^abor Congress’ Oct. 14 day 
«rf protest against the federal 
anti-inflation program, Sena¬ 
tor Ed Lawson, leader of the 
Teamsters in Canada, said. 

I.awson said in a telephone 
interview lrom Montreal that 
the union recognizes that 
some of its members mighi. 
"as a matter of conscience,” 
withdraw their services Oct. 
34. 

He said the union will fight 
to protect the rights of such 
workers to protest federal i»o- 
licies. 

The teamsters union, which 
represents 80,000 members in 
Canada, is not an affiliate of 
the CLC. 

Lawson also said thal Brit¬ 
ish Columbia-Yukon Teamster 
workers voted solidly against 
going out to support the CLC. 
He said 20,000 ballots went out 
to members and 7,782 were 
returned. Some 5.682 voted 
against going out, 2,072 voted 
to support the protest and 
there were 28 spoiled ballots 

The union will continue to 
use every lawful means, in- 
eluding court challenges 
where necessary to protect its 


members and as more effec¬ 
tive method of protest, said 
Lawson. 

Meanwhile members of the 
Vancouver Municipal and Re¬ 
gional Employees' Union, 
which represents close to 
4.000 inside -workers in the 
Vancouver area, have voted 
not to participate in the day 
of protest. 

Union business manager 
Bob Ross said Wednesday he 

was not empowered to i-elea.se 
the vote totals, but agreed the 
decision to stay on the job 
Oct. 14 was made by a good 
majority. 

Ross said the membership 
voted to support any union 
member who does take the 
day off as a matter of con¬ 
science, and added there 
could be picketing of many 
work places by other unions.

The real 
story on wages 


Some people think that the 
anti-inflation program is holding down 
wages too tightly. Others say that wage 
control isn't happening at all and that 
someone, someone else, is getting away 
with more than a fair share. In fact, 
wage restraint is happening and most 
Canadians are co-operating to make this 
part of the anti-inflation program work. 

The anti-inflation Guidelines allow 
basic compensation increases in the 
first year of 8%, with 2% more added as 
■ a share of national productivity 
Another 2% can be added or subtracted 
depending on whether a group had kept 
up with or fallen behind cost of living 
increases before the program started. 

On average, these Guidelines allow an 
increase this year of about 10%. About 
half of the wage settlements and agree¬ 
ments reported to the Anti-Inflation 
Board have been -within these Guide¬ 
lines. The cases where higher increases 
are negotiated are studied carefully, and 
unless there is very good justification for 
them, these increases are rolled back 
- As a result we can see a downward 


trend in wage increases. The average 
weekly earnings in Canada as reported 
by Statistics Canada had been 
increasing at a rate of 14.3% in the 
9 months before the program started. 
This had moderated to 12.8% for the 
3 months ending in June*. Increases in 
new wage contracts have come down 
from 170% in July-September of 1975 to 
11.5% in April-June* of 1976. 

These increases have kept ahead of the 
rise in living costs, thus providing the 
wage earner with real increases in 
buying power. 

Since last October, the inflation 
rate' has dropped steadily and we are 
sure to meet the first year goal of 8% or 
less. The co-operation of most 
Canadians in restraining their wage 
demands has certainly contributed a lot 
to the effort to hold down prices. We 
now know that we can successfully light 
inflation. And we know that with 
continued support and co-operation we 
• can bring the inflation rate down to no 
more than 6%, the target for the second 
year of the anti-inflation program.

Smoke scrubbers erected

The promise of a summer 
past may be realized by 
Christmas. That is the hope 
that surrounds B.C. Forest 
Products Ltd.'s attempts to 
sharply reduce the emissions 
that have spouted for years 
from its Gorge Road sawmill. 

The company, when it an¬ 
nounced a new three-unit 
scrubber system last Febru¬ 
ary, said that it hoped at the 
time to have the new system 
in operation by late summer. 
As the units are installed this

week, they now plan to start 
testing by December, accord¬ 
ing to plant engineer Brian 
Lesuik. 

The first of three units was 
hauled to the plant site Mon¬ 
day from where it was con¬ 
structed at Yarrows Ltd. in 
Esquimau. The second was 
put in place Wednesday and 
the third is to be installed 
next Monday. 

Three big 500 horsepower 
electric motors also will be in¬ 
stalled along with other equip¬ 
ment before testing can begin. 

The delay has been partial¬ 
ly caused by the construction 
lookout, Lesiuk explained. 

With the delay has come 
added costs, including labor, 
but how much more is in¬ 
volved cannot be determined 
at this time, Lesiuk said. 

Totnl cost was estimated at 


$2.4 million for the entire proj¬ 
ect when It was announced 
last spring, with $800,000 of it 
provided by taxpayers 
through Environment Canada 
as aid to a pollution control 
measure. 

Lesiuk said that the $800,000 
amount is firm, however, de¬ 
spite any added costs to the 
company. 

If the experiment works — 
and it will be a first for the 
industry in Canada — the 
company will be able to 
eliminate 80 per cent of all 
solids that eminate from the 
present tall stack. 

Simply described, the ex- 
hnu$t from the hog fuel-fired 
power boilers will be cooled 
and sifted through very fine 
gravel and this process will 
absorb the solids, reducing 
the salt emission* and eli¬ 
minating the fly ash.

OTTAWA — The federal 
cabinet is expected to rule 
today on suggestions by Dome 
Petroleum Ltd. of Calgary 
that it be given a further ex¬ 
tension on Its short drilling 
season in the Beaufort Sea off 
the Mackenzie Delta. It al¬ 
ready has had an extra 10 
days. 

Dome struck a gas indica¬ 
tion on one of two wells that it 
was drilling in shallow water 
with the use of drillships. The 
other hole was sealed off be¬ 
cause of a fresh water blow¬ 
out. 

Dome officials state that to 
drill a few more hundred feet 
before the winter ice pack 
closes in would give the com¬ 
pany a clearer indication of 
the value of its find. The ice, 
at last report, was about 100 
miles away. 

CALGARY - Dome Petro¬ 
leum Ltd. chairman, Jack 
Gallagher, says that three 
days drilling would be re¬ 
quired to assess the merits of 
the Beaufort Sea gas discov¬ 
ery. 

“We are suggesting it would 
be of great importance to 
Canada to know what is there. 
If we have something substan¬ 
tial. It can change the whole 
thinking on the pipeline 
issue,” he said. 

The deadline for Dome’s 
operations in the environ¬ 
mentally critical area was 
originally aet at Sept. 15 but 
was extended a further 10 
days by the government. Most 
of that extension was used up 
by running casing after the 
discovery was made.

The result was a consensus 
that the same iigures should 
be used by all groups and 
Montgomery look advantage 
of the moment to promote ihe 
congress' tripartism policy — 
that economic planning be 
done jointly by government, 
business and labor. 

'Tripartism would mean 
working from the same fig¬ 
ures,” he said. 

Senior economist Judith 
Maxwell of the C. D. Howe 
Research Institute later said 
she found the basis of agree¬ 
ment “unique.” 

“They put forth a concilia¬ 


tory tone that I have not 
heard before,” she said. 

“Government is the scape¬ 
goat, but there certainly is a 
need for stronger com¬ 
munication between business 
and labor apart from negotia¬ 
tion,” she added. 

During her earlier speech 
on inflation. Maxwell empha¬ 
sized the Importance of using 
psychology when decisions 
about inflation controls are 
made. 

She said it was not enough 
to convince people that prices 
will eventually stabilize. 


“Then, we must convince 
them to behave as though 
they believe that prices will 
stabilize.” 

She said It was hard to 
gauge the effects of the anti¬ 
inflation tjoard so far, because 
price rollbacks are not publi¬ 
cized. 

Some companies are em¬ 
barrassed when the board 
rolls back prices, she ex¬ 
plained. 

“General Foods had to give 
some money back, so they 
took out big ads describing it 
as a mistake.”

The reorganization still is 
subject to other conditions, in¬ 
cluding the approval of two- 
thirds of the holders of Lock¬ 
heed debentures.

One stockholder, angered 
that the company has paid no 
dividends in eight years, said: 
"If we can give away millions 
in foreign lands, it seems as 
though we can at least give 
the stockholders three dollars 
a year.”

Haack said he could not 
comment on questions about 
the $20 million to 525 million 
the company has admitted 
making in payoffs abroad 
until a special committee of 
outside directors probing the 
matter made its report. 

“I think it would be impru¬ 
dent, impolitic and indiscreet 


for me to make any judgment 
of anything that has happened 
in the past,” said the invest¬ 
ment banker and former 
chairman of the New York 
Stock Exchange who was 
called in last February to 
head the company after its 
top officials resigned. 

The payoff scandal has 
caused wide repercussions in 
several countries, particularly 
Japan, the Netherlands and 
Italy. Several other countries, 
including West Germany, 
w'here the affair is playing a 
major role in Sunday’s gener¬ 
al elections, are seeking from 
the U.S» government docu¬ 
ments covering American 
probes into the matter. 

Haack told questioners the 
company hoped to resume 
business in Japan in sprite of 
the uproar there over the 
payoffs that led to indict¬ 
ments against several of¬ 
ficials and businessmen, in¬ 
cluding former prime -min¬ 
ister Kakuei Tanaka. 

“I am still perfectly hopeful 


we can sell aircraft to 
Japan,” he said. 

Haack said the company 
has won $1.7 billion in orders 
from Canada, Britain and 
Saudi Arabia in the last six 
months. This was more busi¬ 
ness than it ever has done in 
a full year before, he added. 

"So notwithstanding the pil¬ 
lorying we have been subject¬ 
ed to, somebody out there 
likes us,” he said. 

Haack said the financial 
.restructuring agreement 
under which Lockheed’s 
bankers would convert 550 
million of debts into warrants 
or preferred shares would 
help restore the company’s fi¬ 
nancial viability. 

Lockheed has nearly $700 
million in both government 
and private debts, complica¬ 
tions caused by the payoffs 
scandal and the failure to 
break-even of its wide-bodied 
airliner, the L-1011 Tristar. 

He said one or two more 
repayments of the U.S. gov¬ 
ernment’s original $250 mil¬ 


lion bail-out loan would be 
made this year, bringing the 
debt down to about 5120 mil¬ 
lion. 

"We are presently in negoti¬ 
ation in the Middle East on 
several contracts that will 
make pleasant reading when 
and if they occur,” he told the 
meeting. 

John Gilbert, a frequent an¬ 
tagonist of managements at 
stockholder meetings, at one 
point brought in the name of 
Prince Bernhard of the Neth¬ 
erlands, w’ho resigned all his 
official positions because of 
his role in the payoffs scan¬ 
dal. He prefaced a question 
by turning to the 1.000 stock¬ 
holders to ask: "Is the prince 
here?” 

Haack told reporters after 
the meeting that he thought 
the company’s earnings would 
be down "smallishly” from 
the $3.86 a share earned last 
year. He said there were no 
discussions under way for 
Lockheed to merge with any 
other company.

A rare second hung jury 
Wednesday in Victoria county 
court resulted in freedom for 
James Bryan McWilliams, 22, 
after the Crown entered a 
stay of proceedings. 

McWilliams was accused of 
causing bodily harm by stab¬ 
bing Robin Sheffield, 18, with 
a knife in Colwood March 2p. 

The alleged incident, court 
was told, occurred after two 
cars stopped on the Old Island 
Highway near Centennial Pool 
after banging against each 
other. 

The jury of nine men and 
three women deliberated 3’a 
hours before informing the 
court they were deadlocked. 

When Judge M. L. T. Drake 


asked the jury if it was im¬ 
possible to reach agreement, 
he was told the only way this 
could happen would be "for 
certain members to go 
against their conscience." 

After the .jury was dis¬ 
charged, Crown counsel Gor¬ 
don Macdonald entered a stay 
of proceedings. 

Bill McE&moyla, counsel for 
McWilliams, said later his 
client would be free after col¬ 
lecting his personal items 
from Wilkinson Road jail 
where he was ordered de¬ 
tained by a lpw-er -court judge 
pending trial. He spent six 
months in jail awaiting trial. 

The first jury deliberated 


three hours and 20 minutes 
Sept. 21 before telling the 
court it was deadlocked. 

Several sources said consec¬ 
utive hung juries are very 
rare, although one person 
could recall a case 10 or 15 
years ago.

MONTREAL (CP) — Prison 
authorities said Wednesday 
night shelter has been found 
for all the prisoners involved 
in a three-hour rampage at 
the maximum- security cell 
block of Laval Institute. 

The move meant the men 
would not have to sleep in the 
prison courtyard where they 
had already spent two nights 
with only ponchos and blan¬ 
kets to protect them from 
chilly autumn weather. 

About 220 of the 264 prison¬ 
ers involved in Monday 
night’s riot were transferred 
from the courtyard Wednes¬ 
day’ night. The others had 
been moved to nearby facili¬ 
ties earlier Wednesday and 
Tuesday. 

Warden Bienvenue Marcoux 
said about 100 of those consid¬ 
ered the least dangerous 
spent the night in "temporary 
dormitories" set up in Laval’s 
gymnasium and reception 
areas. 

They win sleep on bare 
floors and Marcoux said "de¬ 
pending on the reaction, we 
might move in beds so they 
can stay in there for some 
time.” 

Marcoux said no major in¬ 
cidents have been reported 
since the rampage Monday. 


A plan to supply the prison¬ 
ers with army tents was can¬ 
celled because officials feared 
they would use the tent stakes 
as weapons. 

With the situation described 
as "very calm," an RGMP 
detachment left the prison 
early Wednesday. 

But Ifll soldiers from the 
Royal 22nd Regiment, flown 
in at the request of newly-ap¬ 
pointed federal Solicitor-Gen¬ 
eral Frauds Fox, have re¬ 
mained. 

The only sign of trouble 
since Monday’s three-hour 
riot came early Tuesday when 
the prisoners began throwing 
rocks at the soldiers, a prison 
guard said. 

Shots were fired in the air 
to restore order but no inju¬ 
ries were reported, he added. 

Earlier, Marcoux said the 
transfer plans were the sub¬ 
ject of meetings, "at the local 
level and higher levels in Ot¬ 
tawa, with the Public Service 
Alliance" — the union repre¬ 
senting 10,000 prison guards 
and parole officers across 
Canada. 

Ante Bublc, assistant direc¬ 
tor, said a lack of maximum- 
security facilities in the sur¬ 
rounding area had retarded 

the operation.

Quebec Tory quits 
urban affairs post 


UNITED NATIONS (CP) 
Canadian External Affairs 
Minister Don Jamieson says 
his predecessor, Allan Mac¬ 
Eachen. should stay on as 
co-chairman of the North- 
South economic talks in Paris. 

In a cabinet shuffle Sept. 17. 
Jamieson took over the exter¬ 
nal affairs portfolio from Mac¬ 
Eachen. who returned to his 
old post as government leader 
in the House of Commons. 

Jamieson told a news con¬ 
ference Wednesday that the 
27-country Conference of In¬ 
ternational Economic Co¬ 
operation in Paris has 
reached a point where it 
would be unwise to have Mac¬ 
Eachen relinquish the chair¬ 
manship of the northern tier 
of developed countries. 

Last July, the North-South 
talks broke up In disarray but 
were resumed earlier this 
month following efforts by 
MacEachen and Foreign Min¬ 
ister Manuel Perez-Guerrero 
of Venezuela, co-chairman of 
the southern tier of 19 less de¬ 
veloped states. 

The conference established 
four commissions to negotiate 
new international economic 
structures. 

However, the commissions 
on finance, energy*, raw mate¬ 
rials and development bogged 
down on sensitive issues. A 
ministerial meeting was 
planned to wrap up the talks 
in December. 


The dev eloped countries 
were unwilling to make com¬ 
mitments on easing the heavy 
international deficits of the 
poorer countries as well as 
stretching out or reducing 
some of their accumulated 
heavy government debts. 

Another long-standing issue 
among the poorer states was 
their inability to control and 
stabilize prices of their raw 
material export*, especially 
in a period of worldwide 
recession.

Heritage bylaws okay 


Another 10 bylaws designat¬ 
ing certain buildings as heri¬ 
tage homes were introduced 
Wednesday and given approv¬ 
al in principle by Victoria city 
council. 

To date. 45 buildings have 
been dealt with in that fash¬ 
ion. An additional 32 bylaws 
are still in preparation. 

All 77 bylaws will be ad¬ 
vanced to third-reading stage, 
but before council submits 
them to the provincial govern¬ 
ment for approval, each of 
the 77 buidings will be in¬ 
spected by aldermen and 
members of the city's heri¬ 
tage advisory committee. 

Before heritage designation 
becomes final, owners of the 
homes will have an opportuni¬ 
ty to appeal the bylaws. 

The 77 homes to be declared 
heritage buildings were 
placed under temporary pro¬ 
tection recently when city 
council passed an emergency 
bylaw to stop the demolition 
of prospective heritage 
home*. 

Until now, very few owners 
have protested the heritage 
designation. Those who did 
were concerned about the pos¬ 
sible decrease in value. 

The city hopes to be able to 


offer owners of heritage 
homes some financial incen¬ 
tive that would offset the det¬ 
rimental effects of designa¬ 
tion. 

One plan is to freeze prop¬

The report by Dr. William 
Winegard. former president of 
the University of Guelph, was 
submitted earlier this month 
to Education Minister Pat 
M c G e e r . Winegard was 
charged with determining the 
best plan for providing uni¬ 
versity education for those 
students outside Vancouver 
and Victoria not easily served 


by Ihr University of British 
Columbia. Simon Fraser Uni¬ 
versity. or the University of 
Victoria. 

Winegard recommended 
that university centre* be es¬ 
tablished in Prince Georgr, 
Kamloops, Nelson, and Kr 
lowna. all under the control of 
Simon Fraser, and each 
staffed by the equivalent of 10 
full-time member* of the SFU 
faculty. 

Devlin said Wednesday that 
the recommendation* are "In 
conflict with TfVic'* legal obli¬ 
gations tinder the Universltie# 
Adt to serve the entire prov¬ 
ince.” 


Devlin said the recommen¬ 
dations. if followed through, 
would drop IJVir's enrolment 
by up to 600 students. 


"The effect on our budget 
will be severe," he declared. 
"We will end up having little 
appeal to the 25 per cent of 


our present student body who

Crown company 
to run buildings 


KELOWNA fCPi Forma¬ 
tion of the B.C. Building Cor¬ 
poration to develop and man¬ 
age public buildings was an¬ 
nounced Wednesday by Public 
Works Minister Alex Fraser. 

The crown corporation will 
manage all public buildings 
except schools, hospitals and 
the legislative buildings. 

Fraser said that under the 
corporation, significant sav¬ 
ings can be made by eliminat¬ 
ing duplication of facilities. 

The corporation ha# author¬ 
ized borrowing limits of $200 
million. 

Cabinet ministers appointed 
to the corporation's interim 
board of directors are Fraser. 
Consumer Services Minister 
Itafe Mair and Finance Min¬ 
ister Evan Wolfe. 

In Vancouver. Conservative 
leader Scott Wallace attacked 


the corporation as a betrayal 
and mockery of Social Credit 
election promises. 

He said corporation direc¬ 
tors have been given enor- 
mous power* without infer¬ 
ence to ttie cabinet or the I *- 
gislature and the corporation 
has power to expropriate the 
property of individual*. 

The Tory leader said the 
pmver* am far greater than 
any ever Incorporated in any 
New Democratic Party bill 
but the government caills It¬ 
self a free enterprise govern¬ 
ment. 

There would have been riot¬ 
ing in the streets if the NDP 
had introduced such legisla¬ 
tion, he said. By setting up 
the corporation Social Credit 
has broken its promise to cut 
down the alze of government. 


The first attempt to have 
the physically handicapped 
covered by the B.C. Human 
Rights Code has been washed 
out with what add* up to a 
personal defeat for a "coura¬ 
geous" double amputee. 

David Jefferson’s complaint 
against B.C. Ferries has been 
dismissed by a board of Inqui¬ 
ry which ruled that George 
Baldwin, superintendent of 
engineers, didn't use "unjus¬ 
tifiable categorization" in ex¬ 
cluding Jefferson from the job 
eligibility list. 

The 33-year-old Victoria 
man, minus one hand and a 
foot, won praise during a 
hearing less than three weeks 
ago after testimony that he 
was exceptionally agile. Even 
lawyer Louis Lindholm, act¬ 


ing for B.C. Ferries and Bald¬ 
win, described him as a "cou¬ 
rageous" and "remarkable" 
young man. 

Jefferson applied last No¬ 
vember for a job as a fourth 
class engineer on the ferry 
system, hut. was turned down 
by Baldwin. 

Later he filed a claim with 
the B.C. Human Rights Com¬ 
mission maintaining he was 
kept off the eligibility list be¬ 
cause he had an artificial foot 
and was missing his left hand. 
He lost both In an explosion 
when he was 15. 

The Inquiry was told Bald¬ 
win did not discriminate 
against the man but that 
there were already s lanre 
number of qualified persons 
on the list when he applied. 


The hearing had also heard 
evidence that Jefferson could 
handle work with the ability 
of a normal man despite hit 

double loss. Much of It con¬ 
cerned his work as an oiler 
with defence department aux¬ 
iliary vessels. 

One man said lie hadn't 
even realized Jefferson had 
an artificial foot until he saw 
it standing by Itself one day in 
the shower room. 

When the hearing ended 
Sept. 13, those supporting Jef¬ 
ferson had hoped the eventual 
ruling would open the door to 
a large group of people who 
had never before tested the 
human right* machinery in 
B.C. 

The door remained shut 
Wednesday. 


made by UBC president Doug¬ 
las Kenny Tuesday suggesting 
alternative* to. the Winegard 
report.

Municipal elections in Vic¬ 
toria will continue to be the 
'.same shabby, sad state of 
affairs they’ve been for many 
years.” Mayor Michael Young 
told city council Wednesday. 

The mayor's comment was 
prompted by city council’s re¬ 
jection of a proposal to hold 
elections every two years, 
rather than every’ year. 

Had the plan been adopted. 


the entire slatp of aldermen 
plus mayor would have been 
elected every two years.. 
Under the present system, 
four aldermen are ejected one 
year, the other four and iho 
mayor are elected the next 
year. 

The change to biennial elec¬ 
tions would have required va¬ 
cancies in next month’s elec¬ 
tions to be filled. for either one 
year or three years. 


Had the vacancies noxi 
month been for one year, the 
entire council would have 
been elected lor a two-year 
term in 1377. fin case of a 
three-year'term for vacancies 
this year, the first full council 
slate would have been elected 
in 1979. 

None of the aldermen said 
why they opposed the propos¬ 
al: they simply voted against 
it. 


Against the plan were Al¬ 
dermen Robert Ellis, Ronald 
McKenzie. Helen Beimes, 
Robert Wright and John 
I fayes. 

Aldermen Murray Glazier 
and William Tindall and the 
mayor voted in favor. 

Nominations for the Nov. 20 
election will close at noon 
Oct. 25.

Greater Victorians will be able to catch a bus 
to work Oct. 14 after 400 members of Local 109 of 
the Amalgamated Transit Union voted Wednesday to 
stay on the job on the national day of protest against 
the federal anti-inflation board.

“I want to bring in the 
achievement centre concept 
for physically handicapped 
jieonle of the province," he 

said. 

The minister wanted to see 
the centres established in 
every major centre of the 
province. 

"A substantial amount of 
money will be made available 
for the centres." he said. 

Asked later to elaborate, 
the minister said that $1 mil¬ 
lion would be forthcoming in 
the near future to expand the 
program, with more money 
being made available later. 

The Award of Merit for out¬ 
standing work on behalf of 
blind Canadians was present¬ 
ed to Mary Patterson of Lon¬ 
don. Ont., national president 
of the council for many years. 

The gold medal was pre¬ 
sented by national president 
Gregorv Collrin of St. John. 
N.B. 

Vander Zalm told the group 
that accomplishments of the 
blind should serve as an ex¬ 
ample to all Canadians. 

"In a time When people are 


so dependent on the state to 
look after their needs, your 
achievements deserve special 
praise." he told the delegates.

Sidney Alderman Gib Baal 
has decided not to sell $10,000 
worth of Indian artifacts to 
Sidney council. 

Council voted Monday night 
to ask North Saanich to join it 
in purchasing the collection 
from The Bargain House, a 
Sidney antique store owned by 
Baal, who is also council's fi¬ 
nance chairman. 

Baal agreed with Mayor 
Peter Malcolm’s remark on 
Tuesday that purchase of the 
collection by council was "a 
touchy subject" 

Malcolm said Wednesday 
that he is "not unhappy" with 
Baal’s decision. “He was get¬ 
ting so many pbone calls he 
decided to stop the Issue be¬ 
fore it want any further. 

Baal could not be reached 
for comment on his withdraw¬ 
al of the collection, but it was 
learned Wednesday that he 
will either sell the artifacts as 
a complete set or offer it to 
Sidney again when he is no 
longer on council.

A Canadian Forces corporal 
was sentenced Wednesday to 
four years in prison and dis¬ 
missed from the service by a 
five-man court martial board 
at CFB Esquimau. 

Robert Allan Ganner, 32, of 
4639 Cordova Bay Road, Saan¬ 
ich, received the sentence 
after the board found him 
guilty of 12 of 24 original 
charges, mostly in connection • 
with his term as president of 
Club 44. the junior ranks mess 
at CFB Esquimau, between 
Oct. 1. 1973. and March 18. 
1376. 

Ganner was convicted on 
five counts of fraud, four 
counts of conduct prejudicial 
to good order and discipline, 
two counts of stealing and a 
charge of wilfully making a 
false entry in a document. 

Conspiracy charge 

Proceedings were stayed on 
five counts of conduct prejudi¬ 
cial to good order and dis¬ 
cipline. two counts of acts 
prejudicial to good order and 
discipline, and one count of 
fraud. 

A conspiracy charge was 
challenged by the court Mon¬ 
day and a verdict of not guilty 
handed down because of the 
lack of a "prima facie” case 
by the prosecution, directed 
by Major William Reed of Ed¬ 
monton with the asistance of 
Capt. Mel Hunt of Vancouver. 

Three other charges, of 
fraud, conduct prejudicial to 
good order and discipline and 
an act prejudicial to good 
order and discipline, were 
met with a verdict of not 
guilty. 

Ganner. who had been ex¬ 
tremely calm during the six- 
day trial, appeared flushed 
after the court president. 
Capt. Richard Okros of Mari¬ 
time Command Pacific, pro¬ 
nounced sentence. 

Fraud convictions 

Ot the 24 charges read to 
Ganner during the opening 
day of the court martial Sept. 
21, 21 were in connection with 
dealings at the Club 44. The 
others were in connection 
with armed forces property 
found at Ganner’s home and 
the Fleet Diving Unit Pacific, 
where he worked. 

The fraud convictions re¬ 
sulted from a $173 receipt 
bearing his signature which 
was not ’’redeemed" or paid 
back in cash to the club, a 
staff Christmas party which 
cost $1,400 from various club 
sources, bottles of liquor 
taken from the club, the set¬ 
ting of automatic bar equip¬ 
ment at seven-eighths of an 
ounce while accounting for a 
full ounce, and destroying bar 
cards beyond Jimits set by the 
dab. 

Ganner is expected to be 
transported t o Canadian 
forces detention barracks in 
Edmonton and. because the 
sentence is in excess of two 
years, transferred to a federal 
penitentiary to serve the sen¬ 
tence. 

An automatic review of the 
sentence will go before Rear- 


Admiral A. L. Collier, com¬ 
mander maritime forces Pa¬ 
cific, who signed the order 
convening the court martial. 

Appeals possible 

Appeals may be launched to 
the chief of the defence staff 
on the finding of the board 
and on the severity of sen¬ 
tence. Such appeals are nor¬ 
mally heard by a court con¬ 
sisting of two federal and one 
provincial judge. 

Three other men are facing 
courts martial in connection 
with the operation of the 
mess. • 

CpI. Michael Jospph Sylvio 
Dalrymple of 1339 Saunders in 
Esquimau, a former Club 44 
vice-president, is facing 12 
charges in a disciplinary’ 
court martial due to start Fri¬ 
day morning. Dalrymple was 
formally charged before the 
three-man board Tuesday and 
will be represented by lawyer 
Alan Bigelow of Victoria. 

Master Corporal Adlolf Gus¬ 
tav Plewa and former Master 
Corporal Craig Campbell, 
both former managers, have 
courts martial set for Oct. 19. 

Charges amended 

The hoard, which consisted 
of Okros. Cmdr. Phillip Bis- 
sell of fleet school, Cmdr. 
Harley Kieran of HMCS 
Yukon, Lt.-Cmdr. Douglas A1- 
derson of maritime command 
Pacific and Lieut. Dietmar 
Baltes of HMCS Thunder, 
amended three of the charges 
for which Ganner was found 
guilty. 

On a stealing charge, the 
board said that the amount 
was $30, not $100. 

On a charge of conduct pre¬ 
judicial to good order and dis¬ 
cipline. it deleted three tool 
boxes from a list which in¬ 
cluded eight knan shackles, a 
sleening hag. a five-gallon ier- 
ri-can. three life jackets, five 
scuba tank valves, a set of 
screw drivers, and a U.S. 
diver’s light. 

In a fraud charge, it deleted 
money taken from a lottery 
for fimd<; which went towards 
the Christmas parti’. 

Lengthy address 

In a lengthy address to the 
hoard bv judge advocate Lt.- 
Col. J. B. Fav of Halifax, a 
gre~t deal of time was spent 
dealing with the seven fraud 
charges. 

Fay warned the officers 
that the ingredient of intent to 
defraud must be present. 

He noted that there was an 
abundance of evidence, which 
was corroborated, that there 
was illegal use of bar chits, 
which were IOUs signed by 
executive and slaff at the club 
and later redeemed at happy 
hour (half) prices. 

In connection with the se- 
ven-eighths-ounce setting of 
the Wunderbar liquor dis¬ 
pensers. Fay said he disa¬ 
greed with a witness. Lt.- 
Cmdr. John Campbell, pacific 
command comptroller. 

In his testimony Monday. 
Campbell suggested that each 
individual customer suffered 
the loss because he or she 


was paying for a full ounce 
while getting only seven- 
eighths. 

Fay said that the club pur¬ 
chased the liquor and was de¬ 
prived of the proceeds. He 
said further that the board 
could infer froQi testimony 
that Ganner caused the dis¬ 
penser to be set at that 
amount. 

Fay asked the board 
whether the accused man. as 
president, could be unaware 
of an overage of $7,874.10, the 
amount calculated by Camp¬ 
bell for tlie six-month period 
from Sept. 25. 1975, to Mar. 
18. 1976. 

Fay said that Ganner had a 
duty to inform the non-public 
funds accounts officer of the 
seven-eighths of an ounce set¬ 
ting and did not do so. 

Mitigation process 

Throughout his address to 
the board. Fay referred to 
tapes of Ganner’s conversa¬ 
tion with military police on 
July 12 which were admitted 
as evidence. 

Following Okros’ pro¬ 
nouncement on the board's 
findings, the court went into a 
mitigation process at which 
Ganner’s service record was 
introduced. 

He enlisted in the Royal 
Canadian Navy in 1961 and 
served until 1964, re-enlisting 
Sept. 20. 1967. 

Ganner. a ship's diver by 
trade, had two character 
witnesses from fleet diving 
unit Pacific. Lt. Mark Draibye 
and Lt.-Cmdr. A. W. Rouse, 
the commanding officer of the 
unit. 


Personnel short 

Draibye, who cited Gan- 
ner's extreme amount of ini¬ 
tiative, conscientiousness, ef¬ 
ficiency and generosity, told 
the court that Ganner had 
personal problems just prior 
to the three-man board of in¬ 
quiry which resulted in the 
court martial. Draibye said 
Ganner and his wife separat¬ 
ed and his mother, who died 
the day after he was released 
from 17 days in custody, suf¬ 
fered a stroke. 

Rouse said he thought high¬ 
ly of Ganner and said he was 
reluctant to let Ganner stand 
as president of Club 44 in 1973 
because of a shortage of per¬ 
sonnel at the diving unit. 

"Would you have Cpl. Gun¬ 
ner back in your command?” 
asked defence lawyer Maior 
Brian Murphy of CFB Peta- 
vvawa, Ont. 

"Without question," Rouse 
replied. 

Murphy told the court tliat 
Ganner had personal debts 
amounting to $7,592, including 
$6,000 to a bank. 

He said that the purpose of 
military punishment was to 
maintain discipline and 
suggested it was within the 
realm of the court to hand out 
a suspended sentence with 
probation. 

The board took about three 
hours to find its verdict and 
another hour to decide on sen¬ 
tence. 


Saanich sergeant gap could leave hole in pay

It wasn’t exactly a love af¬ 
fair. 

But in the uncertain world 
of labor relations it was . . . 
w-ell . . . the next best thing. 

For the near 28 years «>f 
thetr relationship, th* Saanich 
Police Association and the ad¬ 
ministration were that way 
about ea<h other. No battles, 
no threats, no breakdown in 
normal ro- tine. Just one very 
minor arbitration hangup. 
And that was it. 

Until early this year . . . 

The first real tiff had its 
beginning then, and by the 
time it reached public atten¬ 
tion Wednesday it was of 
coast-to-coast interest. 

Those who head up the 
101-man association say police 
across the country will be 
awaiting the results of the 
Saanich case that went before 
a B.C. Labor Relations Board 


Shrinking bargaining unit worries other police forces 


hearing in Victoria Wednes¬ 
day. 

The main interest revolves 
around the promotion of two 
staff sergeants to the rank of 
insj»ector without anything 
being done to add new staff, 
sergeants in their pla^e. 

The association's argument 
is that this effectively re¬ 
moves two higher-paid men 
from the bargaining unit, and 
through the strange mathe¬ 
matical system of the federal 
Anti-Inflation Board, will cut 
about seven cents an hour off 
the 1977 pay increase of each 
member — or. in one harder- 
to-take dose. $146 a year. 

That's taking into consider¬ 
ation the failure to replace a 
third staff sergeant who re¬ 
tires today. 

Cpl. Phillip Jamieson, pres¬ 
ident of the association, told 


the hearing the A IB works 
from the size of an employee 
group in the last month of its 
contract. 

If. for-instance, there is to 
be a guiijaline eight-per-cent 
increase allowed tthat will be 
six |»er cent next year) the 
increase is calculated on a 
lump sum for the allowable 
number in the group. If the 
number is down from last 
year, so is the lump sum. 

Jamieson said in an inter¬ 
view he discovered during the 
national convention of police 
associations in Edmonton last 
week that no pther department 
had had personnel removed 
from its bargaining, unit with¬ 
out replacement. He said the 
Saanich case created wide¬ 
spread interest on the grounds 
that it could mean trouble 
eventually for other forces. 


Jamieson is also president 
of the B.C. Federation of 
Peace Officers and first vice- 
president of the Canadian as¬ 
sociation. 

The hearing was told the 
staff sergeants promoted 
were Robin Stewart and Ron 
Coulter. The staff sergeant re¬ 
tiring today is George Walton. 
The promotions mean the de¬ 
partment will have four in¬ 
spectors and two staff ser¬ 
geants. At one time there 
were five staff sergeants. 

The association has a three- 
part application before the 
board. 

It seeks to have its charter 
changed so inspectors can be 
included in the bargaining 
unit It is also seeking to 
prove the Saanich police 
board was guilty 6f a breach 
of the collective agreement in 


refusing to replace the pro¬ 
moted staff sergeant*. The 
third jxMnt involves a claim 
that technological chanee was 
actually used in that the em¬ 
ployer failed to meet with the 
employees and discuss an is¬ 
sue that changed the total of 
employees. 

The inspectors made it 
clear during testimony that 
they prefer a bargaining unit 
of their own and don’t want to 
be in the association. 

Most have served in the 
past a* associatin officers, but 
they said their new duties in¬ 
volve close work with man¬ 
agement and that it would 
make it difficult for them to 
share the confidence of asso¬ 
ciation members. 

Jamieson’s argument was 
that there had been no real' 


discussion with Police Chic! 
R. A. Peterson before the pro¬ 
motions were put into effect 
and that there were no job 
postings to fill the vacated 
roles. 

Beyond that was the claim 
that the Saanich police board 
appeared to put j>art of the 
blame for the operational 
change on the B.C. police 
commission by saying that 
the commission thought the 
force had "too many NCOs." 

The association entered a 
letter from B.C Commission 
chairman John Hogarth deny ¬ 
ing that the commission had 
ever made such a comment to 
anyone on the Saanich board. 

Jamieson said the police 
chief would go only so far as 
to say there was “nothing in 
writing" from the commission 
about the excessive man¬ 
power claim.

U.S. embassy denies 
allegations by Hurtig 


OTTAWA (CP) The Unit- 
rd States embassy issued a 
mildly worded statement 
Wednesday designed to refute 
remarks by Mel Hurtig. Cana¬ 
dian economic nationalist who 
accused the American ambas¬ 
sador of lying about U.S. 
investment in Canada. 

"Mr. Hurtig's charges are 
In error," said the three-page 
statement answering charges 
made by the Edmonton book 
publisher and former chair¬ 
man for the Committee for an 
Independent Canada. 

A sjiokesman for .the exter- I 
nal affairs department gave 
some supfiort to the U.S. 
statement today, saying that 
"We don’t believe lhat the 
ambassador is a liar." 

Hurtig said in a speech to 
Ihe Ottawa CIC branch that 
Ambassador Thomas Enders 
is guilty of lying, distortion, 
deception and misrepre¬ 
sentation in speeches he has 
been giving across the 
country. 

His main attack was on a 
statement from Enders that 
American investment in Can¬ 


ada is drying up. He said this 
is "plainly a downright lie." 

Hurtig, a founder of the 
non-political committee which 
seeks to reduce the amount of 
foreign control of Canadian 
industry, said Enders has 
given speeches "full of mis¬ 
leading distortion, loaded with 
blatant inaccuracies ‘and de¬ 
ceptively advocating policies 
definitely not in the best inter¬ 
ests of Canada.” 

He said Canadians would be 
advised to ignore Enders, who 
came here seven months ago 


to take over from Ambas¬ 
sador William Porter. 

The embassy response was 
the third in less than a day. 

Both the American state¬ 
ment and the external affairs 
spokesman made the same 
jH)int: Enders was referring 
to "direct" investment drying 
up in Canada. 

Quoting Statistics Canada 
figures the statement said 
that direct U.S. Investment 
was $615 million in 1974

Pittsburgh general-manager 
Joe L. Brown announced his 
resignation Wednesday, mark¬ 
ing the end of an era for the 
Pirates. 

A son of the late famous co¬ 
median. Joe F. Brown, he had 
been in the job for 21 years 
and wa* the only general 
manager thousands of Pirale 
fans have ever known. 

Brown, 58. hinted through¬ 
out the season thal retirement 
might be on his horizon, say¬ 
ing he "didn't know" if he 
would return for the 1977 sea¬ 
son. But few people took him 
seriously. 

Robust and In good health. 
Brown was the Pirates to 
many people. 

Although he has been the 
only Pirate official reporters 
and players have addressed 
as "Mr.." he has never been 
remote from the people who 
play and watvh the game. 

Brown grew up in the aura 
of Hollywood, but he never 
wanted to be a movie star. 
His goal was to be a profes¬ 
sional baseball player. 

An arm Injury ended hls 
dream when he was 16. but 
not hi* enthusiasm for the 
game. 

He left UG-A. where he 
was studying journalism, at 
20 to begin his first .job in 
baseball administration as as¬ 
sistant business manager of 
ihe Chicago White Sox's Gass 
D farm club at Lubbock, 
Texas. 

"I drove the team bus, 
shagged halls, took tickets, 
helped with the books, count¬ 
ed the money and hel)>e<l run 
the concessions.” Brown once 

I- 


recalled. "But it meant a 
start for me, and that'* all 
that counted.” 

Brown held various ad¬ 
ministrative and publicity 
jobs in baseball and hockey 
before he joined what he 
always rails Ihe "Pirale fami¬ 
ly" as general manager of the 
Burs’ New Orleans club in 
3951. 

Four years later, at the age 
of 37, he became the Pirates* 
general manager, succeeding 
Branch RJckey. 

Brown said when he was 
appointed to the job his goal 
was to bring a world cham¬ 
pionship to Pittsburgh. In 
1960, he saw his goal ar. 
complished. After an eclipse, 
the Pirates returned to domi¬ 
nation in the eastern division 
of the National league in 
1970. winning the pennant five 
of the last seven years and 
the World Series in 1971.

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Protest, hoodlums cut fight gate 


NEW YORK (UPI) — ”1 
don’t think we’ll have another 
light in Yankee Stadium lor a 
long time.” 

With those words, Mike 
Burke, president of Madison 
Square Gardens, which pro- 
moted Tuesday night’s Mu¬ 
hammad All-Ken Norton 
championship light, expressed 
his disgust over the ugly cir¬ 
cumstances which caused the 
event to fall more than $1. 
million below expectations in 
live gate revenue and led to 
near riot conditions inside and 
out of the stadium. 

Only 30,298 fantf showed up 
to half-fill refurbished Yankee 
Stadium after 4045,000 had 
been predicted. Burke said 
tlie current unofficial esti¬ 


mate of paid admissions is 
about $2.5 million, with the 
final figures to be completed 
in "two or three days.” 

What had been promoted as 
an event that would shatter 
all existing boxing gate 
records, thus fell short of the 
$2,658,600 mark set in the sec¬ 
ond Gene Tunney-Jack Demp- 
sey "long count” fight at Chi¬ 
cago’s Soldier field in 1927. 
Considering inflation over the 
last 49 year* the “real” value 
of Tuesday night’s box office 
take was not even close. 

Burke blamed the "unique 
circumstances” of a protest 
by off-duty police demanding 
higher pay, which “fueled the 
fire of gangs of hoodlums who 
rampaged around the stadi¬ 


um” and turned away thou¬ 
sands of potential customers. 

"We expected a window 
sale of about 10,000 tickets, 
more than $500,000,” Burke 
said, “but some windows 
didn't even sell a single tick¬ 
et. The wondow sale was a 
total wipeout. Peopfle heard 
about the protests, the mug¬ 
gings and lootings and they 
stayed away. I can't blame 
them. A friend of mine had 
his car trampled and his roof 
collapsed.” 

The protest by more than 
2000 off-duty cops outside 
Yankee Stadium was general¬ 
ly peaceful, according to on- 
duty police. But several of the 
protesters ran around blowing 
whittles, slKMiting and encour¬ 


aging disruptions. Ndbody did 
mueh of anything to stop 
bands of 400 and 500 youths 
who tried unsuccessfully to 
storm the gates of the stadi¬ 
um and robbed, pushed, jos¬ 
tled and frightened i«atrorts 
and vandalized automobiles. 

Inside the stadium, there 
were fights among fans after 
the main e\7«*nt, and some 
knives and guns drawn. 

"One aisle was blocked 
solid until some guy pulled 
out a gun,” said UPI sports 
winter Bill Madden. "After 
that you never saw people 
clear out of the way so fast.” 

Hundreds of fans charged 
the ring after the bout, a com¬ 
mon occurence at fights, but 
this* crowd came close to los¬ 


ing total control. At least one 
reporter attempting to--phone 
in a story on the bout from 
ringside was pushed, kicked 
and threatened with fists and 
a knife by fans climbing over 
tables and chairs. Along the 
ropes, the Yankee security 
force did its best to keep the 
crowd from getting into the 
ring and possibly toppling the 
stage which was set up on 
second base. 

“We brought in a number of 
garden supervisors to direct 
the internal security,” said 
Burke, former president of 
the Yankees. "But we 
couldn’t use our whole securi¬ 
ty force. We had to work with 
Yankee personnel, and frankly 
they’re not used to crowds.”

As manager of the rightful 
champion, Ken Norton, I 
protest the outrageous deci¬ 
sion giving the title to Mu¬ 
hammad Ali. A formal protest 
will follow.” 

But a spokesman for the 
New York State Athletic Com¬ 
mission said of Biron’s state¬ 
ment, “he can claim anything 
he wants. It’s not going to 
change the decision. The com¬ 
mission is in no position to 
change the decision.” 

The spokesman pointed out 
that the New York State Su¬ 
preme Court ruled in 1952 that 
the referee and judges, ap¬ 
pointed by the commission, 
had full authority to decide 
the outcome of a fight. 

The court’s ruling came as 
a result of the 1952 welter¬ 
weight bout between Joe Giar- 
dello and Billy Graham. T “ 
that fight Giardello was 
awarded the decision. But 
Robert Christenberry. then 
commission chairman, 
changed one official’s card, 
giving the victory to Graham, 
Giardello sued and the court 
ruled that the commission had 
no right to reverse the card.

Electronic magic produces Mars’ pictures 

* 1 
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Scientists respond 
to the unexpected 

through flexibility 



Sophisticated technology’ brings this spectacular result from the Martian surface

PASADENA. Calif. — The 
picture* from Mar* *eem to 
be produced by magic. And in 
a *en*e these images of the 
red, rock-strewn face of the 
planet over 200 million miles 
away are the product of 
magic — the electronic magic 
of a unique partnership of 
men, computers, and remote 
machines. 

Stretching from Earth to 
Mars this network consists of 
giant dish antennas, satellites, 
ground lines, computers, and 
more computers. It is made 
up of parts as sophisticated a* 
an amplifier cooled to 
hundreds of degrees below 
zero by liquid helium, and as 
mundane as piece* of stixictu- 
ral steel looking like parts 
from an Erector set. 

Each TV picture transmit¬ 
ted to Earth is the result of 
the actions of hundreds of 
people and millions of ma¬ 
chine operations within this 
network. This is far from a 
predetermined mechanical 
operation. Flexibility, within 
certain rigid bounds, has hern 
the goal, and an elaborate 
procedkire has been set up to 
allow scientists to resjxmd to 
Ihe unexpected — which has 
turned out to be the normal 
state of affairs for the Viking 
mission. 

For example, when lander 
camera team leader Thomas 
Mutch gets an idea for a so¬ 
cial .picture (such as the one 
which proved Martian sunsets 
1o be blue). he consults with 
an “uplink squad," 10 men in 
his team who spend moat of 
their days woriting out cam¬ 
era command*. They deter¬ 
mine when such a picture 
might be taken and work out 
a proposal for getting it. 

Tlii* proposal Is presented 
in a prefliminary meeting 16 
days liefore ihe commands 
are sent to ihe spacecraft on 
Mars. Tn ihe meeting repre¬ 
sentatives from all the 
science teams and mission 
planner* gather, and an in¬ 
volved ritual of barter takes 
place. Each team vies for the 
limited capabilities of the 
spacecraft. 

“It’s a delicate thing." says 
Dr. Mutch. "You fight for 
your own instrument. But you 
have to know when to back 
off," he says. 

J. D. Porter -heads tip the 
mission-planning group. His 
92 people are the go-betweens. 
They "recognize the conflict* 
between different scientific 
croup* and help resolve 
them,*’ he says. Their goal is 
to produce a second-by-second 
profile of all the Viking events 


that arc to lake place on a 
given day on Mars. 

Once this is done, com¬ 
puters increasingly take over. 
Four days before the space¬ 
craft is to be commanded, 
Parker Stafford and the 
lender Command and Se¬ 
quencing Team (IjCAST) get 
the list of changes in space¬ 
craft operations. 

A computer program con¬ 
verts these into the string of 
zeroes and ones which Ihe dis¬ 
tant spacecraft computer re¬ 
cognizes and which will order 
it to go through the desired 
steps. The program also 
checks a master list of mis¬ 
sion rules and alerts opera¬ 
tors if there is a conflict. For 
instance, the cameras cannot 
be 1 umed on when the 
sampler is running, to prevent 
damage to the camera elec¬ 
tronics. 

"The program has caught 
hundreds and hundreds of 
problems," says Stafford. In 
addition, the commands are 
"sent" to a computer pro¬ 
gram designed to mimic the 
actions of the lander com¬ 
puter. Separate programs are 
run to make sure the new ac¬ 
tivities will not completely 
drain the batteries or cause 
the craft to overheat. 

"Problems caught at this 
stage are usually solved by 
fairly slight changes," sav* 
Stafford. But sometimes the 
scientists must renegotiate to 
resolve conflicts. At other 
times some commands have 
to be delayed because they 
could endanger the space¬ 
craft. 

“You've got to realize that 
90 per cent of the time the 
lander is out of contact with 
Earth. If you turn on the 
wrong thing you'll end up 
with a dead spacecraft," says 
Gentry Lee, mission planning 
director. 

But finally, the long string 
of ones and zeros is ready to 
be relayed to Mars. It first 
enters the Deep Space Net 
(DSN), which consists of 
three 210-foot radio antennas 
shaped like large dishes. One 
is at Goldstone. California, 
another is outside Canberra, 
Australia; the third is near 
Madrid. Spain. One of them is 
always pointing toward Mars. 

By landlines, microwave 
links and satellite, the com¬ 
mand sequence is relayed to 
the particular DSN station 
that will be in the right posi¬ 
tion when the command is 1o 
he sent. There it is stored in a 
computer. 

Wobbling of Ihe Earth’s 
axis, millisecond changes in

Bayley, director of the DSN. 
For it must point directly at 
the tiny speck in the *ky 
which is Mars. 


From Mars, the Earth ap¬ 
pears to rise and set once a 
day. When Earth becomes 
visible in the pink Martian 
sky or shines like an evening 
star at night, the commands 
are sent across space to the 
spacecraft. 

When the precise moment 
conies, the antenna focuses 
the transmitting power of a 
large television station into a 
narrow beam. It turns off 
ajpd on in sequence which 
corresponds to the zeros and 
ones stored in the computer. 
This generates radio waves 
which travel at the *peed of 
light (186.182 miles a second' 
across the solar system. 

Even at this velocity, it 

takes over 2U minutes for the 
signal to reach the spacecraft 
sitting on the surface of the 
distant planet. 


As this string of ones and 
zeros is received, the Viking's 
computer processes them. 
These instructions alter the 1 
command* which the space¬ 
craft will execute in the fu¬ 
ture. When the time comes to 
lake the special pirture, the 
lander computer sends a mes¬ 
sage to the camera system. 
This makes the camera turn 
to the correct position, set the 
proper focus, and begin tak¬ 
ing the picture. 

Viking has peculiar camera , 
"eyes." They "see" only a 
narrow vertical strip at a 
time. A mirror scans this 
strip and focuses the light chi 
a device which produces an 
equivalent electric current. A 
strip is broken into 512 ]>oints. 
And each point is expressed 
as one of K4 intensities. Each 
strip is stored as a sequence 
of zeros and one* in a tape re¬ 
corder on the lander.

At the next relay, the 
lander computer play* its 
tape back to the orbiter.

Yet the antennas and refat¬ 
ed equipment are tuned to lis¬ 
ten for this whisper from 
spac e. They detect it and am¬ 
plify it. Computers process it 
until (reproduced as sound) it 
sounds like a high-pitvhed vio¬ 
lin note. Then the system 
relays it to Pasadena. 

Here, 10 large computers 
wait to receive this ‘ data 
stream." sort it, and process 
it. An initial program routes 1 
it to the proper place. 

A small room in the control 
centre houses FOVLIP, Ihe 
First Order Viking lender 
Image Processor. As the pic¬ 
tures come in from Mars, 
FOVLIP operators balance 
the colors and correct errors. 

The pictures often have 1 
dark lines and are sprinkled 
with light and dark mark*. 
These are the results of 
errors - electronic noise 
which have built up over the 
long .journey. Special com¬ 
puter programs retrieve some 
of the lost lines and correct 
the errors. 

After this, ihe pictures may ' 
be taken to the image 
processing laboratory for 
more refinement before their 
final release to the public 
the last slage of their long 
journey from the Martian sur¬ 
face across space to Earth.

Dance festival invades city

Anyone whose vision of 
dance refuses to go beyond 
die Nutcracker of Swan Lake 
might just as well stay away 
from the McPherson this week 
end- As for the rest of you, 
dust off your opera glasses. 

By chance, Victoria audi¬ 
ences find themselves with a 
mini and unofficial dance fes¬ 
tival from two companies 
from opposite ends of the 
country. 

From Toronto Friday 
night, thanks to one of the 
multi-national oil companies, 
comes Bellet Ys (pronounced) 
eese and meaning in Gaelic 
'of the times’) while on Satur¬ 
day it’s Vancouver’s Anna 
Wyman Dance Theatre which 
interestingly enough adver¬ 
tises its availability through 
Time magazine. 

The companies leave them¬ 
selves open to comparison as 
both were started in the early 
1970s by women with classical * 
training but with certain dis¬ 
enchantment with the direc¬ 
tion of dance. 

Ballet Ys co-artistic direc¬ 
tor, Gloria Grant, has said: 
’We’re moving into a more 
gutsy kind of performance . . . 
away from the Swan Lake 
fantasy into something people 
can relate to." 

In their first Western Cana¬ 
dian tour her six dancers, all 
seemingly American trained, 
perform works by young 
choreographers set to music 
as diversified as Vivaldi and 
Jeff Beck. 

The evolution of her own 
dance company came because 
Ms. Wyman was finding clas¬ 
sical dance frustrating. 

“I was interested in work¬ 
ing more creatively, more 
freely. I was more interested 
in pure movement, movement 
for its own sake.’’ 

But Ms. Wyman doesn't 
limit her choreography to just 
movement. 

"I involve myself in the 
arts as a total — I don’t want 
to tie myself to dance: I love 
painting, opera, architecture 
... I love space." 

In her compostion Quick¬ 
silver she uses a web-like 
rope background on which 
lights flash from a neon sculp¬ 
ture by Michael Hayden. 

"If I do use a set it’s as im¬ 
portant as the dancers,” she 
said. 

She describes her wt»rks as 
abstracts and cautions 
against- looking for a story 
line. Most grew from a single 
idea or art-experience which 
she tries to recreate on stage. 

Appearing again in this 
year’s concert is Klee Wyck : 

A Ballet For Emily, whose or¬ 
igin differs from Ms. Wy¬ 
man’s usual compositions. 
The work, with music by 
Anne Mortifee, was commis¬ 
sioned as part of last year’s 
International Women’s Year. 

Emily Carr’s paintings, 
rather than her life, style, 
were the departure point. 

"I purely involved myself in 
her paintings — I saw the 
proudness, the struggle, the 
beautiful colors the Indians 
gave her. ..." 

Ms. Wyman wants her audi¬ 
ences to forget about any in- 
tellectualization of her work 
and simply lean back and 
enjoy it.

LABONZA NO BONANZA

Charles Barber and his Thirty 
Pieces Productions are ex¬ 
pected to be several hundred 
dollars in the hole following 
last weekend's four-night run 
of the musical misfit LaBonza 
Meets Bill Bennett. 

As one of the talented folk 
involved confided this week, 
"You don’t mind making a 
fool of yourself if you make 
some money.” 

Well, it didn’t for a number 
of reasons and The Belfry 
people who were counting on 
it to help them meet future 
productions costs are pretty 
philosophical these days about 
all their wasted effort.

BRUSSELS (AP) - Belgian 
wives gained full equality 
with their husbands Tuesday 
when new laws replaced those 
dating to the 18th century. 

They no longer need their 
husbands’ agreement to go to 
court, open a bank account, 
rent a safe deposit box, apply 
for a job or cash their own 
paychecks. 

Husbands also lost the right 
to decide on the family’s 
place of residence and man¬ 
age its properties, including 
their wives’ wealth. 

The marriage laws, adopted i 
by parliament in July after a 
decade of debate, provide that 
in event of separation or di¬ 
vorce, family interest as a 
whole will be taken into ac¬ 
count, not the interest of any 
individual member. For ex¬ 
ample, if the family home 
belongs to only husband or 
wife the agreement of both is 
needed to sell it. 

The new' laws also establish 
the solidarity of the couple — 
meaning both are resi>onsible 
for debts incurred by one of 
them. They also enable hus¬ 
band or wife to change the 
wedding contract after mar¬ 
riage.

Humane societies attack Natural History Museum

NEW YORK. N Y — The 
American Museum at Natural 
History is one of the last insti¬ 
tutions one would expect to 
come under attack by humane 
societies. 

Yet. in recent weeks, such 
organizations as the Friertls 
of Animals, the Fund for Ani¬ 
mals, the Society for Animal 
Rights, ami the Vivisection 
Investigation League have be¬ 
sieged the museum with criti¬ 
cism of ita experiments with 
cats. 

These experiments, which 
have been taking place for the 
past 16 years under the direc¬ 
tion of Dr. Leater Aronson, 
chairman of the museum's 
animal-behavior department, 
are part of a series conducted 
at the museum on compara¬ 
tive animal and fiuman repio- 
ductive behavior. 

The nature of the research 
first came to light in an arti¬ 
cle In a local Manhattan 
newspaper by Investigative 
reporter and animal lover 
Henry Bplra. 

In his article, Spira accused 
the museum of conducting ex-t 
periments In which "cats are 
driven out of their minds by 
t*un and stress” and gave ex- 
a m p I e s of the alleged 
"agony” they suffer 

Through the Freedom of In¬ 
formation Act, Spira obtained 
the grant proposals submitted 
by the museum to the Na¬ 
tional Insittutes of Health 
(NIH), which has funded the 
project since It began with a 
total erf $400,000 to $500,000. 
Last year’s the NTH’s Na¬ 
tional Institute of Child Health 
and Human Development was 
the direct source of that 
year’s $47,000 grant. 

Funded by the Department 
of Health. Education, and 
Welfare, the NTH spent $2.3 
billion in fiscal 1976 for re¬ 
search, most of which in¬ 
volves experiments with ani¬ 
mals, according to an NTH of¬ 
ficial, who prefers to remain 
anonymous. HEW also 
awards an additional $1.3 bil¬ 
lion to other agencies for re¬ 
search. 

The federal government 
thus is the prime offender 
against animals In the eyes of 
the humane movement. The 
dramatic ease at the venera¬ 
ble New York muaeum ha* 
provided the movement with 
an opportunity to attack legal¬ 
ly the entire practice at ani¬ 
mal totting. 

Although the number of ani¬ 
mals used for medical* re¬ 
search each year Is hard to 
calculate, the National Soci¬ 
ety for Medical Research es¬ 
timates 1,625,000 for 1975 ex¬ 
cluding mice and rats. Spira 
suggests 00 million to 120 mil¬ 
lion a year "from mice to 
monkeys.” 

Both Amnerm and museum 
director Thomas Nicholson 
maintain that the protesters 
have grossly misrepresented 
and sensationalized the re¬ 
search. Nicholson wrote m an 
official statement: 

"In all cases where the pos¬ 
sibility of pain exists, animals 
are kept under anesthesia. 
Surgery is always done in 
aseptic conditions, with ap¬ 
propriate post-operative care, 
and with every effort to mini¬ 
mize or eliminate stress and 



land, says that "the Animal 
Welfare Act is not up to par.” 

He would like to see the act 
toughened to monitor the 
records of dealers more care¬ 
fully because they sometimes 
sell stolen animals to re¬ 
search laboratories, to define 
more specifically the prohibi¬ 
tions against suffering, and to 
keep each institution receiv¬ 
ing grant money under closer 
supervision. 

Anti-vtvisectionists within 
the humane movement of 
course are opposed to animal 
experiments entirely. Moder¬ 
ates deplore what they believe 
to be the laxity of current reg¬ 
ulations. 


In rebuttal, Dr. Harry King- 
man, executive director for 
National Society for Medical 
Research, insists that "ani¬ 
mals are absolutely essential 
if we’re going to make any 
progress at all in medicine. 
We won't be pushed into using 
new techniques when they’re 
not of value." 

As for Aronson’s project, he 
commented, "From what I’ve 
seen, it has potential that 
should not be thrown 
out... If society would per¬ 
mit, it could lead to modifica¬ 
tion of the behavior of rapists 
and sexual aberrants.” 

Cleveland Amory, president 
of the Fund for Animals. 


made the following comment: 
"I don’t condone the experi¬ 
ments. but I realize that 
they’re going to continue, just 
as hunting will continue. 
Civen this condition, I believe 
that every doctor should fol¬ 
low Albert Schweitzer's exam¬ 
ple before making the deci¬ 
sion to undertake an experi¬ 
ment involving an animal and 
weigh every time whether the 
experiment is WT>rth the hurt, 
pain, and suffering of that an¬ 
imal .... The mark of civili¬ 
zation is how you treat those 
beneath you.” 

Amoiy advocates stronger 
regulations, better enforce¬ 
ment, and open disclosure to 


the ptfblic of the kinds of ex¬ 
periments that are taking 
place. 

Finally, the humane groups 
argue that the experiments 
are not only cruel, but often 
useless. 

Spira alleges that "the rela¬ 
tion between animal experi¬ 
ments and human health is 
virtually nil ... . Only 5 per 
cent of medical research is 
applicable to humans ....” 

As of this writing the ani¬ 
mal-interest groups are con¬ 
tinuing their demonstrations, 
with a 24-hour vigil in front of 
the museum planned for 
World Animal Day, Oct. 4.

Animals are maintained 
in clean, sanitary facilities, 
are well treated, properly 
nourished, handled carefully 
with concern' for their wel¬ 
fare.” 

'Because of the furor gen¬ 
erated by dsclosure of these 
experiments, representatives 
of the American Society tor 
the Prevention of Cruelty to 
Animals, the U.S. Department 
of Agriculture, and the NTH 
inspected the museum labora¬ 
tory. 

Dr. William Sadler, chief of 
the population and reproduc¬ 
tion branch in the Child 
Health and Human develop¬ 


ment Institute, gave the fol¬ 
lowing evaluation: 

"During my own investiga¬ 
tion I couldn’t find anything 
wrong. As far as we can de¬ 
termine, the animals are 
treated humanely and spared 
unnecessary suffering." 

Dr* Roy Kinard, animal 
welfare officer in the Office 
for Protection from Research 
Risks at the NIH. agrees that 
the museum has complied 
with the federal regulations 
regarding animal experi¬ 
ments, spelled out in HEW 
policy and the Department of 
Agriculture’* Animal Welfare 
Act. 


The issue for the protesters 
is not compliance or non- 
compliance with existing reg¬ 
ulations, but the effectiveness 
of those regulations. 

Dr. A. E. Decoteau, USDA 
veterinarian in charge of the 
animal and plant health in¬ 
spection services in New Eng-

But they are typical of the 
challenging recipes home 
cooks readily accept today. 

Along with a reputation for 
being difficult to make, crepes 
present another, problem — 
pronunciation. There are two 
ways. You can rhyme it with 
grapes for the American ver¬ 
sion, or rhyme it with steps 
for the French. 

Crepe is a French word 
meaning pancake, but a simi¬ 
lar word could have been cho¬ 
sen from almost any national 
tongue. There is the Hungarian 
placsinta, crisp, but tender 
and fluffy with beaten egg 
white, filled with apricot or 
strawberry perserves, topped 
with whipped cream or melt¬ 
ed butter. 

The Russian Mini is made 
with buckwheat flour and 
filled'with caviar or pickled 
herring and sour cream. Taco 
crepes are thinner than a reg¬ 
ular taco, but with the ftemc 
shape, seasonings, and shred¬ 
ded lettuce. 

Jewish blintzes are cooked 
on one side, the brown next to 
the filling of cheese or fruit, 
usually. Then there is the 
Norwegian pannakaker, the 
Italian cannelloni, and other 
crepe dishes, once ethnic, now 
familiar everywhere. 

'Hie most familiar crepe to 
many North Americans is 
Crepes Suzette, served flam¬ 
ing, a symbol of French ele¬ 
gance. And ‘'ereperies," or 
restaurants featuring only 
crepes, have been on the 
scene in large cities for sever¬ 
al years. 

Palacsinta might have been 
a more logical name for pan¬ 
cakes made with the new up¬ 
side-down technique. It was 
two Hungarians. Paulette 
Fono and Maria Stacho, who 
originated it when they 
opened their Magic Pan res¬ 
taurant in San Francisco's 
Ghirardelli Square in 1965. 

A feature of these attractive 
restaurants, now owned by 
Quaker Oats and franchised 
throughout the U.S., is a dem¬ 
onstration of crepes being 
cooked on the outside of the 
pans, as they rotate, over a 
circle of gas flames. This is 
how it all began. 

Ann Herzog, of the Magic 
Pan in Boston, opening its 
second restaurant here in the 
historic Faneuil Hall Market¬ 
place, says all you need to 
make crepes at home is a 
52.98 aluminum frying pan 
w-hich you can spray on the 
back with a Teflon or nonstick 
spray. 

But a do-it-yourself unit 
iprobaibly will have little ap¬ 
peal against the intriguing 
features of the new electric 
models. Most have steady, 
even heat anl a non-stick sur¬ 
face. This makes a more con¬ 
sistently thin crepe, cooked 
through, without turning. 

M’sieur Crepe, one of the 
new dip-type makers, doubles 
as a small frying pan. Both 
sides are Teflon-coated, and 
crepes can be turned to brown 
on the Second side. A two- 
piece unit with heat in the 
base, under the pan, sells for 
about 530. 

Contempra, an attractive 
•black and white pan elimi¬ 
nates guesswork with its ther¬ 
mostatic red light indicating 
when heat is right for dipping 
and when the crepe is done. 

With Wagners Crepe -ette 
Master, the batter stays on 
the burner, and you flip the 
crepe, not the pan. 

West Bend has a Crepe Pan 
Kit, which includes a crepe 
pan with sloping side* (good 
also for omelets and frying), 
a measuring cup to h^ld^he 
correct amount of batter, and 
a recipe booklet. 

The Black Angus model 
browns both tap and bottom 
at the same time. Taylor and 
Ng have 'both a slant-sided 
traditional pan and an upside- 
down griddle with dome¬ 
shaped surface. Grandinetti's 
Crepe Machine comes com¬ 
plete with batter, pan, and 
spatula. 

Prices range from 56 for a 
plain skillet to $595 for a pro¬ 
fessional machine. Many of 
the new pans are priced in the 



cup pwodered sugar 
10 to 12 cooked crepes. 

Slice strawberries. add 
granulated sugar, and set 
aside. In blender, whip cot¬

2-3 of creamy mixture and 
berries; fold over. Top with 
remaining strawberries and 
cream. Makes 10 to 12 crepes.

$12 and 513 range with an¬ 
odic r group, with more fea¬ 
tures, going from around $29. 

Several crepe ' cookbooks 
are slated for fall publication, 
ibut there are two excellent 
ones oh the stands right now. 
Both are large, softcover 
hooks, priced. around $3. The 
Woman’s Bay Crepe Cook¬ 
book by Sylvia Schur and 
Crepe Cookery by Mable Hoff¬ 
man both have a consumer 
guide with brand names and 
informative pictures on sever¬ 
al crepe makers. Both also 
have detailed step-by-step 
directions on preparing the 
various kinds of batter, fill- |" 
lng, folding, topping, plus an 
array of international and 
economical recipes. 

Here are some good crepe 
recipes: 

BASIC CREPE BATTER 

1 cup all-purpose flour 
Vi cups milk 
3 eggs 
Pinch salt 
% cup vegetable oil 
Sift flour and salt together 
into mixing bowl. Add eggs 
and beat thoroughly until 
smooth. Add milk and beat 
thoroughly. Batter should be 
the consistency of heavy 
cream. Let batter stand in re¬ 
frigerator for about two 
hours to allow flour to ex¬ 
pand. Pour batter into nine- 
inch pie pan. 

For upside-down skillet, be 
sure pan is w , arm but not hot. 
Oil back of pan before making 
each crepe. Surface should be 
well covered but not runny. 

Dip warm greased upside- 
down pan into better in a 
nine-inch pie pan. Gently lift 
up and turn over. Cook over 
moderate heat until batter 
begins to curl at edges. Re¬ 
move from heat. Turn pan 
over and gently remove 
crepe. 

In a regular side-slanted 
crepe pan it is not usually 
necessary to grease pans with 
a non-stick coating. Others 
should be brushed with oil or 
butter. Heat pan over me¬ 
dium-high heat. With one 
hand pour in two or three ta¬ 
blespoons of batter. At the 
same time, lift pan above heat 
with your other hand. 

Tilt pan in all directions,

swirling the batter so it 
covers the bottom of the par 
in a very thin layer. Work 
quickly before batter cooks 
too much to swirl. Return to 
heating unit over medium- 
high heat. 

Cook crepe until it is 
browned. Then carelully turn 
with a spatula. Use a Teflon 
coated or plastic spatula for 
coated pans. Brown other side 
for a few seconds. Remove 
from pan with spatula and 
stack on plate.

On old freight road hike 

Students learn history

Indian motifs lend versatility using portraits and small cypress tables 


NEW WESTMINSTER (CP) 
-About 40 student! from 
McPherson Park junior sec- 
ondary school hiked 30 miles 
of an old 108-mile freight road 
into the interior this summer 
and proved there’s still some 
gold in the hills tliat drew 
prospectors by droves in 1838. 

The J7 worth of nuggets 
panned in a creek by one girl 
was the find of a lucky indi¬ 
vidual but the trip was a gold¬ 
en experience lor all the stu¬ 
dents. 

Quick Dick, assistant in¬ 
struction superintendent at. 
the school, said the trip was 
anything but an aimless na¬ 
ture tour. It gave the students 
a real serote of history and 
provided practical lessons in 
everything from French to 
outdoor cooking and survey¬ 
ing. 

The trail begins at the north 
end of Harrison Lake, east of 
New Westminster in the 
Fraser Valley, and winds 
northwest toward Pemberton. 

Dick said that along the 
route the students surveyed 
the remains of old road¬ 
houses, churches, graveyards 
and bridges and an old pad¬ 
dlewheeler that lies rotting 
along the route. 

The roadway was one of 
British Columbia’s first com¬ 
mercial highway* develoj>ed 


to facilitate transportation of 
foodstuffs and equipment to 
the Caribop gold fields after 
hundreds of people had begun 
making the trek for fortune. 

Little communities sprang 
up alongside the trail, which 
was most popular in the 1860s. 
Within five year*, however, a 
new road had been built and 
the communities along the 
freight road were bypassed 
and eventually died. 

The buildings have rotted, 
but the relative isolation of 
the area has kept some of the 
structures from being de¬ 
stroyed. 

Dick, interested in air photo 
interpretation, studied pic¬ 
tures of the trail Peprains for 
several years with John Spit¬ 
tle, who has collected early 
maps of the area. 

Some sections of the trail 
have been logged over and 
logging roads* cover part of 
the route. 

Both men believed the obli¬ 
terated sections of the trail 
could be retraced and that the 


classroom-without-walls set¬ 
ting could give students a bet¬ 
ter appreciation of the history 
and culture of the area. 

The idea of travelling part 
of the historic route was 
adapted by the studies group 
last fall and some students 
spent their Christmas vaca¬ 
tion in the Victoria archives 
doing research on the road’s 
history. 

The curriculum also was 
geared to prepare for the 


trip; lab work included transit 
and mapping work.

Rugs, fabrics, lamps 

Indian themes aid to furnishings

For at least 10 years, In¬ 
dians have been inspiring a 
lot of home furnishings de¬ 
signs. Rugs, wallpapers, fab¬ 
rics, and lamp*, especially, 
have taken on a multitude of 
symbolic and geometrical In¬ 
dian motifs and colorations. 

Whole rooms have emerged 
huilt around Indian and desert 
themes, and original Indian 
paintings, baskets, pottery, 
and weavings have become 
recognized as the artistic 
achievements and decorative 
treasures that they are. 

Here are two such rooms, 
done in the rich Indian tones 
of brown, ocher, beige, sand, 
terra cotta, aqua, and blpck. 
Both emphasize many natural 
textures as well as natural 


colors. They also represent 
highly modem ideas of com¬ 
fort and practical placement 
of elements. 

For years designer Karl 
Steinhauser of Chicago. Illi¬ 
nois, has been devising clever 
ways of making the most out 
of very small living rooms. 
Having <iiosen an American 
Indian design theme he used 
Indian baskets galore, and 
went as far afield as the 
Smithsonian institution for his 
reproductions of sculpture de¬ 
picting Indians. 

Steinhauser uhus Strat- 
ford’s new sofa covered in 
gray and beige plaid mens- 
weai* flannel suiting, and two 
Stratford swivel TV chairs 
covered in small houndstuoth 
check in grey and beige. 

Ail the tables in the room 


are so simple that any han¬ 
dyman-at-home can make 
them with lumber precut to 
specification at the lumber 
yard. 

Since Steinhauser never 
used large, permanent coffee 
tables in small, crowded 
spaces, he elects, Instead, a 
series of small, easily porta¬ 
ble tables which he considers 
far more versatile. Hie cubes 
he shows can be moved about, 
rearranged at. will, and jug¬ 
gled endlessly to suit new 
needs. One is 12-inches-by-12 
inches, one is Ifrby-Tfi, and 
two are 14-by-14 in size. 

The wall panels of rough, 
natural cedar shingles are an¬ 
other Steinhauser idea that he 
thinks people anywhere could 


adapt for themselves He 
went to the lumber yard him¬ 
self to select the bundles of 
shingles that would give him 
the color variation he wanted, 
and then had them tacked to 
baseboard-totceiling panels of 
la-inch plywood (as applied 
for roofing). He then fastened 
the panels against the wall on 
l-by-2-inch wood supports 
nailed to the wall at the outer 
panel edges. 

Walls recessed between 
these raised panels were cov¬ 
ered with burnt orange grass- 
cloth as a suitable back¬ 
ground for two serigraph por¬ 
traits of Navajo and Sioux 
chieftains done by artist Jim 
Priniville. 

When design students from 


the University of California in 
lx>s Angeles decorated a 
patio as part of their "desert 
discovery’’ theme, they decid¬ 
ed to feature a sand "tapes¬ 
try’’ by the well-known Indian 
painter, David Villasenor. 

Villasenor, who lives in Alta 
I-oma, California, is part 
Otomi Indian, but learned the 
ancient craft of sand painting 
from the Navajo tribe. 

Although traditional sand 
paintings are usually quickly 
destroyed, this artist has 
found a method of giving 
them permanency by painting 
them on wooden plaques and 
ings range in price from 535 
Mien sealing them with an 
epoxy process.

Garden Notes 


On® point In the culture of 
gladiolus that seems to be 
bothering a lot of novices 
these days is just when to dig 
UP and store - the bulbs, and 
the garden books ant strange¬ 
ly unhelpful on this point. 

One book says "after the 
first hard frost." Another's in¬ 
structions art to "lift after 
the foliage has turned 
biown." while a third book 
suggests the bulbs should be 
leit in the ground for four 
weeks after the flowers fade. 

These directions art mors 
than a little confusing when 
you try to apply them in our 
climate. For one thing, our 
glads may very easily remain 
green until Christmas, and at 
that time our soil is usually in 
such a sloppy condition that 
you can’t even walk on it, 
much less dig it 

Flowering dates are not 
much help either, for we stag¬ 
ger our plantings and we 
grow early, mid-season and

late-flowering varieties so as 
to extend the flowering period 
over the longest possible time, 
and to avoid gluts of these 
lovely cut flowers. 

As I have mentioned so 
many times, the green leaves 
of any plant are food factor¬ 
ies, powered by sunlight 
They take the raw materials 
sent up by the roots — simple 
mineral salts plus water and 
gasses from the atmosphere 
— and convert then into com¬ 
plex nutrients which are 
translocated to other parts of 
the plant. 

A bulb in the ground gets 
itself plumped up by virtue of 
the food sent down by the 
green leaves. It follows, then, 
that the longer the leaves re¬ 
main green and in good work¬ 
ing order, the bigger and bet¬ 
ter bulbs you will harvest. 

This plumping up of the 
bulb is done in the period fol¬ 
lowing the fading or cutting of 
the flower spike, and needs 
about four weeks for the bulb 


I 

to swell to an acceptable size 
and degree of maturity. 

This is a minimum, though, 
and to get really fat bulbs. I 
give my bulbs as much extra 
time as I dare. 

Trouble Is, the taking up of 
gladiolus bulbs can be a mis¬ 
erable chore after the fall 
rains start in earnest and the 
garden becomes a sea of 
soggy mud. 

So, to t some years now, I 
have been "flying by the seat 
of my pants," so to speak, 
leaving the bulbs in the 
ground as late as I can, but 
with one eye cocked on the 
weather forecasts, ready to 
take them up at the tirst in¬ 
dication of prolonged rain. 

If the weather permits me 
to leav® them in the ground 
until late October, out they 
come anyhow, tor there Isn’t 
enough power in the No¬ 
vember sun to operate the 
food factories and the bulbs 
are not likely to get any big¬ 
ger. 


I wish I could be more defi¬ 
nite in this, for I am sure the 
newcomer to gardening would 
very much prefer to be given 
a specific date rather than 
having to rely upon his un¬ 
formed judgment But it is 
rather like trying to tell a 
stock market speculator when 
to sell a mining stock on a ris¬ 
ing market. You would like to 
get out at the peak, but you 
can take quite a beating if 
you leave it too long. 

If the idea of living dan¬ 
gerously doesn’t appeal to 
vrw, my suggestion would be 
to dig up yottr glad bulbs 
around the middle of October. 

Try to pick a clear, sunny 
day with a brisk wind blessing 
— what a housewife would 
call a good drying day — and 
if the soil at the time is a bit 
on the dry side, so much the 
better. 

The actual techniques in¬ 
volved in the lifting, drying 
and curing of the bulbs will be 
discussed in my next column. 


I don’t like to contribute to 
the popular notion that every¬ 
thing of value is deteriorating, 
but it appears that I am not 
alone in noticing a loss of 
quality and integrity in Chi¬ 
nese fortune cookie sayings. 

A reader recently opened a 
cookie to find a quotation, un¬ 
attributed, from the French 
gastronomist Brillat-Savarin, 
and on my very next trip to 
Chinatown I found one in my 
cookie from Goethe. 

It was inevitable, I suppose, 
after 2,900 years, that the au¬ 
thors employed by Chinese 
cookie factories to writ® the 
messages In the cookies would 
have exhausted the sayings of 
Confucius; but surely we de¬ 
serve better than plagiarised 
translations from the French 
and German. 

How far the cookie sages 
have strayed from the princi¬ 
ples of Confucius is made 
clear, I think, by a handful of 
messages collected recently 
by Rex Anderson, of Sun City, 
from cookies served with tof¬ 
fee to patrons of Sun CSty’s 
Provident Federal .Savings 
and Loan. '‘Don’t, tio it now." 
one advises, "Your time is 
later.’ .. There is more to 
life than work," says another. 
"Do not let time pass you 
by." ,.. "Happiness is a 
state of mind,” says a third. 
"It is always available at bar¬ 
gain prices." 

These seductive Invitations 
to a lie of ease and aelf^ra- 
tification could never have 
passed the lips of the Ancient 


One who admonished his 
pupils that "the expectations 
of life depend upon dili¬ 
gence." I am not an alarmist, 
but it lodes to me as if the 
youth ol Sun City is being sys¬ 
tematically corrupted. 

There was a time when that 
slender slip of paper, drawn 
from the broken cookie like a 
pearl from an oyster, could 
change a life, or at least an 
evening. "I remember many 
years ago," writes a woman 
from La Verne, "when I un¬ 
wisely fell in love with a 
young man who claimed to be 
divorced, later explained that 
he was actually only separat¬ 
ed, and finally grudgingly ad¬ 
mitted the separation was 
caused by his job transfer and 
that his wife would be coming 
to town when school was out. 
Obviously there had to be a 
farewell luncheon. We went to 
a Chinese restaurant and all 
went well until the cookies ar¬ 
rived. Mine read, ‘He loves 
you as well as he can, but he 
can not love you very much.* 
I broke into tears and so did 
he and that goodbye didn’t 
hold up too well , . .” 

Disillusionment of a dif¬ 
ferent kind c ame to Loren a 
Scott Ambar last June on the 
night of her graduation from 
high school when she opened 
a fortune cookie in a Chinese 
restaurant, hoping, naturally, 
tor some widsom to light the 
long path ahead, only to find 
the following: "You like Chi¬ 
nese food.” 

"I couldn’t deny the state¬ 
ment," she concedes, "sitting. 


as I was, in a Chinese restau¬ 
rant, having just consumed a 
large quantity of the food in 
question. The sage had won 
... but it was a hollow victo¬ 
ry. In one instant he had shat¬ 
tered my faith in Chinese wis¬ 
dom and ended a 17-year rela¬ 
tionship with fortune cookies 
... I have been scarred ... I 
have not opened a fortune 
cookie since. I just eat the al¬ 
mond cookie and go." 

Dr. Ruth Barnard of Bever¬ 
ly Hills was perhaps not so 
much disillusioned as baffled 
by her recent experience in a 
Chinese restaurant. "I believe 
I have suffered the ultimate 
fortune cookie disaster,’’ she 
writes. "The last one I opened 
had the usual slip of paper in 
it, but it was blank! Nobody 
will tell me what that means, 
so I turn to you.,..’’ 

Even a blank slip might not 
be as unsettling, though, as 
the one discovered by Eliza¬ 
beth iBrady of Pasadena. 
"The other night," she writes, 
"I opened my fortune cookie 
lo find the phrase. ‘You are 
almost there.’ I was shaken. 
What did it mean? What was 
I reaching? the endt of the 
meal? The end of my bank 
account? Or, the gods forbid, 
the end of my life? 

"I searched fruitlessly in 
my reference books," she con¬ 
tinues, "for both the author, 
in case of plagiarization, and 
the meaning. An arcane 
phrase, I feel, enigmatic, cer¬ 
tainly orientally inscrutable 
and perhaps very wise. I 


haven’t been as eerily dis¬ 
turbed since the fortune in a 
cookie I cracked some time 
ago, which read: ‘Everyone 
needs a porpoise in life’.’’ 

Obviously something is 
amiss. For the time being, I 
can only say that I mean to 
find out what. You can de¬ 
pend on it. 

Meanwhile, Alfred Connor 
BowTnan of Hermosa Beach, 
recalls a story which, while 
not exactly relevant, deserves 
to be heard on any pretext: 

"A few years ago," he 
writes, "My wife and I spent 
about three weeks as resident 
guests of the Grand Hotel in 
Kowloon, metropolis of the 
mainland part of the British 
Crown Colony of Hong Kong. 
During this period we sam¬ 
pled everything on the Chi¬ 
nese food menu at least twice. 
We always sat at the same 
table and had the same 
waiter. 

"On the last evening of our 
stay, I said to the waiter. 
‘You know, in the United 
States, whenever we go to a 
Chinese restaurant we are 
always served an almond 
cookie and a fortune cookie, 
containing a slip of paper 
bearing a personal prophesy 
or some advice. Why is it that 
this restaurant doesn’t follow 
this practice?’ 

"The waiter’s answer was 
directly to the point. ‘This is 
rot a Chinese restaurant,’ he 
said. Tt is a British restau¬ 
rant!’ ’*

Some peo¬ 
ple are wise enough not to t 
argue too much; they live in- 
atead. 

Know this r tt you art on# 
who require# a full answer to 
the unanswerable — you will 
go through life trying to catch 
a rainbow. But you can only 
view the rainbow from afar; 
you never touch it. So with 
many of life’s Thorniest ques¬ 
tions. Answers to these are 
often elusive, and beyond our 
grasp; we can Only have a 
remote intimation of them. 
Better, then, if you would 
grow up to learn to live with 


your questions, instead of dry¬ 
ing up. pining for the answers 
which never come. 

The creative man is pow¬ 
ered by high tension wires 
which pulBe through and 
through him. Without the ten¬ 
sion bom of the unanswered 
question, we would be so com¬ 
placent as to resemble pas¬ 
ture beasts. If this kind of 
complacency la what some 
people mean when they apeak 
of "peace of mind," they are 
yet ktndergartnero seeking 
only sweets and treats — with 
all problem* scflved. But the 
search for perfection is not a 
triumph of personality — it is 
a tragedy, a snare and a delu¬ 
sion.

When 
we learn how to achieve these 
persTjectivea on life, we grow 
up spiritually and leave our 
childish desires far behind us. 

Pity, then, many children 
who are being "raised" by 
parents who are, themselves, 
not much older spiritual 1>. 
These "adults" seem to be 
afflicted with a creeeping 
mental paralysis which pre¬ 
vents them from achieving 
the wisdom of age. Instead of 
becoming more tolerant and 
worldly as they grow older, 
they often turn into guilt-rid¬ 
den, self-centred people. The 
children suffer the "growing 
pains" of these elders who 
have never really grown up. 

Maturity has a lesson to 
teach: Man never reaches the 
mountain tops of life; he often 
dies in the valley.

Sperm ‘sorted' 1 


Fertility study 
produces boys 
as side-effect 


WASHINGTON (UPI> A 
new human artificial in¬ 
semination method has been 
developed which produces a 
90 per cent chance of male 
babies being bom. a popula¬ 
tion organization said this 
week. 

While the main goal of the 
method is to increase the 
chances of pregnancy for 
.childless couples, some clinics 
have just begun to entertain 
requests for male selection.” 
*aid the Population Reference 
Bureau, a non-profit educa¬ 
tional institution. 

In addition, the doctor 'who 
developed the process, Dr. 
Ronald Ericsson of Gametrics 
Ltd., Sausalito, Calif., expects 
to have a kit on the market in 
18 months for sale to any doc¬ 
tor wanting to use the meth¬ 
od. 

The technique involves plac¬ 
ing a sample of the husband’* 
semen in a glass tube contain¬ 
ing a solution that enables the 
“strongest swimmers” among 
♦he sperm—also the ones most 
likely to bear the male- 
producing V chromosome—to 
make their way to the bottom 
of the tube, according to an 
article in the organization’s 
newsletter. 

“The concentrated, highly 
mobile sperm that has been 
washed’ and has become 65 
to 80 per cent male-producing 
• an then be placed directly 
into the uterus of a woman 


who has been unable to con¬ 
ceive because of her hus¬ 
band’s low sperm count or be¬ 
cause his sperm has been un¬ 
able to penetrate the mucus 
covering the cervix,” it snid. 

The bureau said the devel¬ 
opment “could have major 
implications for population 
planning, particularly in those 
countries where a strong pref¬ 
erence lor male children pre¬ 
vails ... The technique holds 
no promise for parents of sons 
who long for a baby daughter, 
as only the male-producing Y 
sperm are isolated in the 
process.” 

A bureau spokeswoman, 
asked about the new process, 
acknowledged "there will be 
people who will pay it is tam¬ 
pering with nature.” 

Clinics accepting applica¬ 
tions tor the procedure are 
asking couples to sign consent 
forms which include an ac¬ 
knowledgement "that any 
baby that is conceived Is li¬ 
kely to be male." 

The bureau said the method 
was being used in the U.S. by 
several clinicians, including 
Dr. Robert Glass, head of the 
fertility'- clinic at the Universi¬ 
ty of California in San Fran¬ 
cisco. and Dr. W. Paul 
Dmowski of the fertility clinic 
at Michael Reese hospital in 
Chicago. 

Results of test pregnuncies 
in Iran and Switzerland are 
expected soon, the bureau 
said.

Blitter oil 
rejected 

TORONTO (CP) — The 
Globe and Mail says $1.1 mil¬ 
lion worth of butter oil. pur¬ 
chased from Canada by a 
Swiss export-import company 
last April, is sitting on a dock 
in the Part of Algiers still 
without a buyer.

7 did tremendous damage 


Although are realized she 
was crippled from the waist 
down, Theresa Anne Worth 
testified in B.C. Supreme 
Court Wednesday that she felt 
”a tremendous relief mental¬ 
ly” that she was finally out at 
the Eric Martin Institute. 

Driven by a fear of losing 
complete touch with reality 
and exhaustion by an almost 
total inability to sleep, Miss 
Worth said she jumped from 
the second-floor roof garden 
after coming to the realization 
that she had to get out. 

The 26-year-old Victoria 
woman broke her back and i# 
a paraplegic as a result of the 
fall on No\'. 2.1973. 

She was giving testimony on 
the third day of a negligence 
action she brought against tire 
Royal Jubilee Hospital, psy¬ 
chiatrist Dr. Alexander 
Stewart, general practitioner 
Dr. Diane Grant and nurse 
Peggy GalUmare. 

When she planned her es¬ 
cape. Miss Worth *tid she 
realized she would do herself 
some injury, but said she 
couldn’t stay in EMI any 
longer. 

By using a chair and jump¬ 
ing upwards, she said she 
managed to scaHe the 10 to 12 
foot wall around the roof gar¬ 
den. and then while crouching 
at the top had a split second 
where she realized it was fur¬ 
ther down than she thought it 
would be. 

She testified are was unfor¬ 
tunate in that she kept Iter 
head buckled forward, as she 
fell, but it was because she 
was trying to protect her tread 
“as sanity was the most im¬ 
portant thing to me, as it is 
now.” 

When she hit the ground, “I 
knew immediately I had done 
tremendous damage to my¬ 
self.” 

Sitting in her wheelchair, 
Miss Worth remained calm 
while recounting the events 
leading up to the accident, but 
broke down briefly while tell¬ 
ing of the long hours spent 
recovering. 

While recovering in Royal 
Jubilee she felt relieved that 
she was finally out of DMI. 
and watted with "great antici¬ 
pation to go to G. F Smxrg 
rehabilitation centre in Van¬ 
couver. 

She was first admitted to 
Royal Jubilee Oct. 23. 1973 to 
have her stomach pumped 
from an overdose of sleeping 
pills — an overdose sire said 
was accidental. She said she 
was addicted to a sleeping pill 
called pladdyl. and needed 
more and more to get to 
sleep. 


The night of the 23rd, she 
took five or six 500 mg. pill#, 
she said. 

After consulting with her 
family doctor. Miss Worth ad¬ 
mitted herself to EMI on Oct. 

24. 

A number of personal prob¬ 
lems including discontent with 
her whole lifestyle, discontent 
with the "dating game." her 
dependence on the placidyl or 
"red jellybeans” that she first 
tried at age 17, being fired 
from a job and a car accident 
the day before all led up to 
her admittance to EMI. 

But the following nine days 
as a patient at EMI resulted 
in only more problems, she 
said. 

Problems began almost 
from the first day, when she 
accidentally walked in on one 
of Dr. Stewart’s primal 
scream therapy sessions, 
which frightened her. 

A couple of days later she 
found out that she could no 
longer get passes to go out. 
Site had earlier been told she 
would only spend a few days 
in EMI. she said. 

On Oct. 27 or 28 she was ini¬ 
tiated into her first group. 

“Unfortunately for me I 
didn’t have anything to 6creem 
about, and still don’t,” she 
said. 

She felt the therapy wasn’t 
helping, and because At 
was unable to see Dr. 
Stewart, wrote him a letter 
saying she didn't know why 
her passes were cancelled and 
she wanted to go home. 

She phoned Dr. Grant, she 
said, and got a return mes¬ 
sage that she should see her 
therapist and not to expect 
any more passes. 

She thought people were de¬ 
liberately trying to frighten 
her by erasing poetry she 
wrote on a blackboard and 
drawing a picture of Dr. 
Stewart as a devil. (This waj 
a day or two before Hallow- 
gen.) 

i On Oct, 30. she again at¬ 
tended one of Dr. Stewart’* 
scream therapy sessions but 
only “put on a performance.” 
She said she was disappointed 
Dr. Stewart didn’t see through 
it. but only said he was glad 
she participated. 

She said all this time the 
nurses were trying to get her 
to wme to grips with an emo¬ 
tional setback two years earli¬ 
er i k her life, but that was not 
the problem, hers was more a 
problem of identity, she said. 

On Oct. 31, she was dressed 
in "blues” — an outfit known 
as suicidal precaution that 
consists of a blue robe, 
orange pyjamas and pink slip¬ 
pers so hospital staff can easi¬ 


ly identify such designated 
patients. 

She made two desperate 
moves In a futile attempt to 
get a private interview* with 
Dr. Stewart — she faked a 
suicide attempt by making 
marks on her neck with a 
necklace chain, and swal¬ 
lowed three screws she took 
out of the bathroom, wall. 

She was placed on an isola¬ 
tion program where she could 
receive no visitors nor make 


any phone calls, and was kept 
mostly alone in her room. 

She said she had to know 
thpt she would "get out of 
that building some day.” 

Finally on Nov. 2 she took 
the elevator to the second 
floor and "was glad to find 
the door was unlocked” to the 
garden roof, scaled the wall 
and jumped to the concrete 
below. 

She has been out of hospital 
since July 21, 1976. and has 


obtained a job as a typesetter 
for the Goldstream Gazette 
newspaper in Langford. 

Today cross-examination of 
Miss Worth by lawyers for the 
defendants begins. 

Ken Murphy is appearing 
for Royal Jubilee and nurse 
Gallimore, and Harvey Grey 
represents Drs. Stewart and 
Grant. 

Cecil Branson represents 
Miss Worth. Mr. Justice Kirk* 
Smith is hearing the suit.

Tis better being 
toeless 

than thumbless 


BOSTON (UPI) — Yoil can¬ 
not know how important your 
thumbs are until you lose one. 
Fortunately, says Dr. Harry 
Buncke Jr., there is a spar* 
part available — your big toe. 

Bunke says the Hg toe is a 
functional, sarvicetMe and 
practical replacement for the 
human thumb. 

More than 50 patients in the 
United States and more than 
100 in the world have had 
their big toes transplanted to 
replace missing thumbs, ac¬ 
cording to Bunke, of the Uni¬ 
versity of California at San 
Franc isoo. 

He said one patient on 
whom he has performed the 
operation is a soccer player. 
Another is n forest ranger 
who hikes many miles a day. 

Buncke attending meeting* 
this week of the American 
Scdety of Plastic and Recon¬ 
structive Surgeons, says it is 
more 'important to have a 
functioning thumb than a big 
toe. 

"The thumb is taken for 
granted until it is lost." he 
said. "Then one realizes that 


the human ability to grasp, 1 
grip or pinch is dependent on 
the interaction of the thumb | 
and other fingers. 

"You can't pinch, put a key ■ 
in a lock, can't grasp — can’t \ 
grip — without a thumb.” 

Buncke said it Is untrue ' 
there is a loss of balance 
without a big toe. Biomechan¬ 
ical studies and stress tests 
prbve a missing big tne will I 
change the function of the foot J 
by less than 10 per cent, he 
said. 

Microsurgery. Buncke said, j 
allows suturing the small j 
veins and arteries of the hand j 
with the help of microscopes, j 
It generally requires six to 12 
hours. 

Buncke said it is necessary 
for transplantation that the 
base of the thumb be intact. 

There are alternatives, he 
said. If the thumb is out off 
cleanly, it often can be re im¬ 
planted. Also, sometimes an 
index finger can be turned In 
to form a thumb. 

I«awnmower and bench saw 
accidents are the biggest 
cause* of losing a thumb.

KELOWNA (OP) — The 
Winegard report of university 
education in B.C. is “simplis¬ 
tic end unrealistic,’’ according 
to Dr. Douglas Kenny, presi¬ 
dent of the University of 
British Columbia. 

The report by Dr. William 
Winegard, former president of 
the University of Guelph, was 
submitted earlier this month 
to Education Minister Patrick 
McGcer. The Ontario educa¬ 
tor had been charged with de¬ 
termining the best, plan for 
providing university education 
for those students not easily 
served by UBC, Simon Fraser 
University or the University of 
Victoria. 

Winegard recommended that 
university centres be es¬ 
tablished in Prince George, 
Kamloops, Nelson and Kelow¬ 
na. all under the control of 
SFU, and each staffed by the 
equivalent of 10 full-time 
members of the SFU faculty. 
He estimated capital costs of 
about $8.5 million over a five- 
year period, with operating 
costs of about $7.1 million a 
year. 

“Quite frankly. I do not be¬ 
lieve that Dr. WineganI's recx 
ommendations meet the prob¬ 
lem,” Kenny told the Rotary 
Ouib of Kelowna. “In my 
view, they are simplistic and 
unrealistic.” 

The UBC president chal¬ 
lenged Winegard on both costs 
and concept. He said qualified 
people had estimated capital 
costs at a minimum of $14 
million, and he said operating 
costs could run three times as 
high as Winegard’s estimate. 

“To do the job properly 
would probably require some¬ 
thing like three times the 
number of faculty Dr. Wine¬ 
gard has proposed." Kenny 
said. 

“But I believe there is also 
some good news on this topic. 

I believe that better means do 
exist to provide more degree 
programs for people away 
from the Coast, and I believe 
il is still not too late to lake 
advantage of these opportuni¬ 
ties.” 

The UBC president suggest¬ 
ed a three-point alternative to 
the Winegard report. 

He called for establishment 
of university centres, similar 
to Ihose proposed bv Wine¬ 
gard, but with the difference 
that each centre lie affiliated 
with a specific university — 
either UBC. SFU or UVic. 
This proposal was made by 
UBC in its brief to the Wine¬ 
gard commission, and Kenny 
said it would allow much 
greater flexibility and 
strength of offerings at each 
centre. 

Kenny also called for more 
extensive use of innovative 
methods of teaching. He cited 
as examples special programs 
new offered by UBC in the 
Okanagan through the univer¬ 
sity’s centre for continuing 
education, endependent study 
courses, or correspondence 
courses, and teaching via tele¬ 
vision. supplemented with 
reading, essays and personal 
tutorials. 

Finally. Kenny called for a 
serious look at' that he re¬ 
ferred to as “distance sub¬ 
sidies.” as used in Norway 
and other parts of the world, 
including Canada’s Yukon. 
Yukon students at UBC. he 
said, had access to grants, 
bursaries and loans from die 
territorial government to¬ 
talling as much as $11,400 
over a four-year period.

That was in the statement 
of "nuclear facts of life" that 
Dr. Wiliam Epstein unveiled 
for more than 200 people at 
the Provincial (Museum's 
Newcorrtbe auditorium Tues¬ 
day night.

Epstein is an authority on 
arms control and nuclear 
weaponry, and a special con¬ 
sultant to the I'nited Nations 
secretary-general, He is pre¬ 
sently visiting professor at the 
University of Victoria. 

His speech was delivered in 
the con-text of recetit reports 
that terrorist groups may be 
considering nuclear conflict 
as a means of intimidation.

Epstein said nuclear mis¬ 
siles like the ones at Comox 
can be earned away by aix 
men. and should be dis¬ 
mantled before an accident 
"wipes us all out.” 

i Gen. Daniel .Tames, .Tr., 
chief of North American Air 
Defense Command, visitpd 
CEB Comox in January. He 
said the United States plans 
to remove nuclear warheads 
on Voodoo missiles stored at 
the base, but he didn’t say 
when.' 

Eps’ein said Victorians 
should write their members of 


Parliament opposing the pre¬ 
sence of U.S. Trident subma¬ 
rines in Canadian waters. 

Explosion of one of the mis¬ 
siles on a Trident sub — 
whether through miscalcula¬ 
tion, accident, or breakdown 
in communications — would 


destroy Vancouver and Vic¬ 
toria, Epstein said. 

He told the audience that

Manitoba agency 
defying A IB order 


OTTAWA (CP) — Anti¬ 
inflation administrator Donald 
Tans ley, said Wednesday a de¬ 
cision by the Manitoba .Liquor 
Control Commission to pay 
raises above limits he ordered 
recently could subject both 
the corfimission and its em¬ 
ployees to penalties under the 
Anti-Inflation Act. 

Commission chairman 
Frank SyniR said earlier a 
23.7-j>er-cent wage increase 
was being reinstated to the 
provincial agency’s jflO em¬ 
ployees despite Tinsley’s 
order reducing raises to 12 
per cent. 

The commission is ap¬ 
pealing the order to the feder¬ 
al cabinet. 

But Tansley said In an In¬ 
terview employers and em¬ 
ployees who fall to comply 
with orders from the adminis¬ 
trator might be found guilty 
of an offence. 

The employer could be pen¬ 
alized for paying unaccepta¬ 
ble increases and employees 
could face sanctions for ac¬ 
cepting the raises, he said. 


The Anti-Inflation Act states 
that persons who deliberately 
fail to comply with orders 
from the administrator are 
subject to fines of up to 
$10,000 and jail terms of up to 
five year*. 

Tansley said it would be up 
to the courts to determine if 
penalties should be levied and 
that he could do nothing to en¬ 
force his recent order. 

In addition to ordering the 
12-per-cent pay limit, Tansley 
ordered the- commission to 
pay the federal government 
$3uo.nno in wage over¬ 
payments. About $00,000 was 
to lie collected from em¬ 
ployee*. 

Manitoba Premier Ed 
Schreyer met Tuesday in Ot¬ 
tawa with anti-inflation board 
chairman Jean-Luc Pepin to 

discuss the dispute.

He contended that Prime 
Minister Trudeau and Opposi¬ 
tion leader Joe Clark him a 
deaf ear to the protestations 
of British Columbians who 
want the U.S. and Canadian 
nuclear threat removed. 

"Governments won’t move 
unless they know people will 
throw them out of office.” 

Quoting Edmund Burke, 
Epstein said: "All that is re¬ 
quired for evil to triumph, is 
for good men to do nothing."

WASHINGTON (UPT) - A 
scientific search called “the 
biggest manhunt of its kind" 
will start next summer to 
scour an Alaskan Valley for 
evidence of the first humans 
in the New World. 

The three-year effort to ' 
learn more about the Asians ! 
who crossed a land bridge j 
into Alaska during the ice | 
ages will be supported by i 
$600.000 provided jointly by 
the National Geographic Soci¬ 
ety and the U.S. park service. 

The search will centre on a 
dig called Dry Creek at the 
base of the North Slope of the 
Alaska Range, 75 miles south 
of Fairbanks, and in the val¬ 
ley area around it. 

The site was discovered ac¬ 
cidentally by a University of 
Alaska graduate student three 
years ago and in a prelimi¬ 
nary excavation this past 
summer, scientists from the 
university discovered a camp 
site used by early man 11,000 
years ago. 

Dr. William R. Powers, a 
co-director of the project, Baid 
the first finds included stone 
tools and bones of the Bison, t 
Mammoth and horses that 
man of that age hunted in the 
surrounding grasslands. He 
said some of the projectiles | 
and tools represented Asian- 
Siberian stone technology. 

“This is a very rich area of 
Alaska to look for early 
man,” said Dr. Russell D. 
Guthrie, professor of zoology 
at the university. He said it 
■w as hoped Dry Creek would 
become th$ “olduvai Gorge of 
Alaska,” referring to the site 
in Africa where the I^eakey 
family has made numerous 
discoveries about man going 
back several million years. 

Little is known abut the mi¬ 
gration of humans across the 
plateau that linked Siberia 
and Alaska during the great 
ice ages when ocean levels ! 
were much lower than they 
are today. The link vyas last 
submerged about 10.000 years 
ago. 

The best evidence for the 
date of migration found so far 
t ame from a Canadian proj¬ 
ect directed by Dr. WUlliam 
living of the University of 
Toronto. His colleagues found 
a human jaw'bone which ap- 
pears to be at least 20.000 
years old. He also found ani¬ 
mal bones 25.000 to 30.000 
years old that appear to have 
been turned into tools. 

There are two key objec¬ 
tives of the now effort at Dry 
Creek. One is to find the earli¬ 
est evidence of man in the 
New World and the second Is 
to learn something about him 
and his life in the harsh gla¬ 
cial climate. 

“WeYe trying to get a full 
picture of what life was like 
and we want to get as much 
information as we can about 
his earliest movements in the 
New World,” said Powers. 

The project was announced 
at a news conference spon¬ 
sored by the National Geo¬ 
graphic Society. 


Jamaicans 
protest 
sugar tax 

KINGSTON, Jamaica (UPI) 
Jamaica has joined the ! 
swelling ranks of Caribbean 
countries angry at the United 
States’ decision to triple sugar 
import taxes, handed a note 
of disapproval to U.S. Ambas¬ 
sador Sumner Gerard. 

Jamaica Foreign Trade 
Minister Percival Patterson 
said he presented “a note 
expressing displeasure” to 
Gerard and instructed Jamai¬ 
ca’s ambassador to Washing¬ 
ton, Alfred Rattray, to pass a 
similar protest to the state 
department. 

Paterson said other major 
sugar exporters of the Com¬ 
monwealth Caribbean. Trini¬ 
dad and Tobago. Barbados 
and Guyana, would be taking 
similar action In their respec¬ 
tive capitals anti in Washing¬ 
ton. 

Guyana has already an¬ 
nounced plans to send a dele¬ 
gation to the United States to 
lodge a protest over the tax 
hike announced last week by 
President Ford. The Domini¬ 
can Republic has indicated 
that the tax could ruin that 
nation's sugar industry. 

The tax, raised from $14 to 
S42 a ton in a move to protect 
American sugar producers at 
a time of depressed interna¬ 
tional sugar prices, has 
caused an uproar in the Car¬ 
ibbean, for centuries the 
world’s suger-producing reg¬ 
ion. 

Patterson said Ford’s move 
represented “a reversal of de- 
veloped and developing 
country efforts to formulate a 
new economic order.”

Concern over rate of erosion 
and its threat to property and 
life was raised in a technical 
study published recently by 
Dr. Harold Foster, a geol¬ 
ogist at the University of Vic¬ 
toria. 

He said five stretches of 
shoreline in tti^ Capital dis¬ 
trict are suffering erosion at a 
rate greater than a foot a 
year, with the worst of them 
at Cowichan Head in the 
southeast corner of Central 
Saanich. 

The bluffs there are being 
eaten away by wind, waves 
and storms at the rate of five 
or six feet a year, he said, 
and houses near the edge 
could end up in the sea within 
a decade. 

Lazarz, however, does not 
share Foster’s grave concern. 

He feels the professor is 
‘’over-reacting" in regal'd to 
comments on the rate of ero¬ 
sion. 

"People who built in the 
area vrere fully aware of the 
situation.” Lazar/ suid. ad¬ 
ding that only eight or nine 
homes were alfected by the 
erosion problem. 

He said he also doubted the 
picture was as black as that 
painted by Foster. 

While admitting that solving 
the problem could be very 
costly, Lazarz said he was op¬ 
posed to paying compensation 
to owners of land which is 
eaten away by erosion 


Foster, meanwhile, feels 
erosion of Cowichan Head 
cannot be prevented without 
an immense expenditure of 
public money. Such an invest¬ 
ment would, he said, have to 
be made by federal and pro¬ 
vincial governments and 
would be hard to rationalize. 

The author also takes Cen¬ 
tral Saanich to task for allow¬ 
ing residential construction in 
the area, terming such action 

‘irrational." 

Lazarz, however, points out 
that only two lots in the prob¬ 
lem area remain for residen¬ 
tial development, "and we 
would take a very hard look 
at any application for a build¬ 
ing permit for these lots." 

He stressed, however, that 
he was opposed to Foster's 
suggestion that financial aid 
be given to meet the cost of 
proving coastal homes. 

Assisting Lazarz in prepar¬ 
ing the report is subdivision 
and zoning committee chair¬ 
man Aid. Raymond Lanront.

Ripoffs 
on rise

Been ripped off in the last 
year? 

You’re not alone, according 
lo a survey earlier this year 
by two University of Victoria 
sociologists. 

The survey on crime in B.C. 
by Dan Koenig and Trevor 
Proverbs showed that one in 
four persons taking part said 
they had been victims of theft 
from their home, car, garage 
or at work within the past 12 
months. 

Matt of the 905 responding 
to the survey thought or¬ 
ganized crime was on the in- I 
crease in the province but not , 
in their particular area. 

Most also thought there was 
some illicit use of drugs in 
high schools but only 28 per 
cent thought it happened 
"very often." 

And 39 per cent said they 
learned about high school 
drug activity from "friends.” 
while 17 per cent named their 
school-age children as the 
source of the information. 

On loan-sharking activity, 
about 95 per cent responded 
that they had never been ap¬ 
proached with offers for 
money at interest rates higher 
than conventional hank, loan 
office or pawn shop rates. 

Almost two per cent re¬ 
sponded that they knew of 
persons having been threat¬ 
ened or beaten for default of 
loan payments. About 91 per 
cent said they didn’t know 
anything about such loans.

’"Die pressure’s on you, you 
ought to be aware of it,” Rob¬ 
ert Lynette, founder and pres¬ 
ident of the Coalition Against 
Oil Pollution, told a lecture 
audience at the Vancouver 
Planetarium. 

Lynette. whose group 
claims 35.000 members in the 
Puget Sound area of Washing¬ 
ton state, was visiting the city 
lo advise Vancouver’s Sierra 
Cub. 

The CAOP is backing the 
plan for an ol superport west 
of Port Angeles because it 
sees that as "the least envi 
I'onmentaily offensive site." 
Lynette said.

and indications Wednesday 
were that the policy could be 
back in effect next year, 

As a result, Victoria resident 
Al Power, a member of a 
group which had planned to 
circulate a protest petition 
over FM-cable changes, an¬ 
nounced Wednesday he would 
act as a forwarding centre for 
any persons still unhappy 
about what he calls restriction 
"of what we can hear." 

To create "the most benefi¬ 
cial environment” for the Ca¬ 
nadian FM stations, the CRTC 
approved regulations for FM 
services provided by cable-TV 
companies which had the ef¬ 
fect of deleting all U.S. sta¬ 
tions from the services^ 

Receipt Tuesday of the of¬ 
ficial CRTC document in the 
mails from Ottawa shows the 
move is hardly a backdown. 
Instead, the CRTC has asked 
for "as wide an expression of 
views from the public as pos¬ 
sible” by Dec. 1 on four ques¬ 
tions — and they’re loaded. 

• "What would be the ef¬ 
fect of allowing U.S. FM sta¬ 
tions indiscriminately . on 
cable at a time when Canadi¬ 
an FM stations are introduc¬ 
ing new f program formats?" 

• “What would he the 
economic impact of such com¬ 
mercial activity" as that of 
U.S. FM stations which solicit 
advertising in Canada?" 

• “Will the carriage of 
(non-comrrtercial) U.S. sta¬ 
tions inhibit the development 
of Canadian non-commercial 
stations?" 

• “How should Canadian 
FM stations be assured favor¬ 
able positions on Canadian 
cable television systems?" 

The CRTC said that it "ex¬ 
pects to receive the advice 
and recommendations of Ca¬ 
nadian broadcasting associa¬ 
tions." which are known to 
favor the regulations because 
I they eliminate business 
rivals.

Aldermen attack two UBCM resolutions

PORT ALBERNI The 
city of Port Albemi has of¬ 
ficially "dissociated" itself 
from two resolutions pssed 
at the recent convention of 
the Union of B.C. Municipal¬ 
ities. 

Aid. George McKnight. who 
had Spoken out strongly 
against the resolutions at the 
convention, made the motion 
to have the city dissociate it¬ 
self with Resolutions 62 and 
64, which were sponsored by 
the cities of Vernon and Ke¬ 
lowna. 

Both are considered by 
those in the labor movement 


as highly "anti-union” and 
have been attacked as such 
by 1 uion leaders since the 
convention. 

Resolution 62 essentially 
calls for provincial legislation 
to provide the "right to work" 
to non-union members an 
abolition of the closed shop. 

Resolution 6-1 also urges ac¬ 
tion} by the provincial Legisla¬ 
ture to prohibit the picketing 
during a strike of any pre¬ 
mises other than the "place of 
employment of the union 
members involved in the 
strike.’’ 

With some anger. McKnight 
branded the two resolutions 

fascist piece* of legislation" 


that were "smuggled" into 
the convention through Ver¬ 
non and Kelowna by the 
present Socred government. 

McKnight claimed that in 
locations in the United States 
where such open-shop legisla¬ 
tion was in place, the average 
wage was some $1.80 below 
the national average for the 
same type of \\prk. 

Aid. Waller Bohn added 
that die day the resolutions 
were passed in Vancouver 
was being termed "Black Fri¬ 
day" by tile labor movement 
in the province. 

"Labor can do without the 
type i»f friends we find in the 
UBCM who would vote for 


such mea»ires.” he said. If 
they were to be passed into 
law. they would ruin years of 
effort by labor to obtain what 
it has for the workers of this 
province." 

Aid. Jim Robertson, howev¬ 
er. said that both McKnight 
and Behn had a "conflict of 
interest." 

"It is common knowledge 
that both these gentlemen are 
union activists in the commu¬ 
nity." he said. "1 don’t think 
they should inflict their views 
on the rest of council on these 
terms." 

Aid. Alice Ihiko Maid thal 
she had voted against the res¬ 
olutions at the convention, but 


only because she agreed that 
they had no place in the con¬ 
ducting of municipal affairs. 

"It is just such confronta¬ 
tion and threats as w r e are 
hearing here tonight that are 
causing much of the labor 
problems in this province, f 
for one don’t think that this 
type of action will accomplish 
anything in an a 1 ready- 
complex situation,” she said. 

Belin *aid that it was not 
labor but the "vested business 
interests” that were causing 
confrontations in labor dis¬ 
putes. and McKnight said that 
he could see no inconsistency 
or conflict of interest in h$ 
support of t^e union move- 


Ald. Mark Ivezieh said that 
while he had not attended the 
convention, he .was "a]>- 
palled” that the UBCM would 
pas* such resolutions. 

"In an essentially u nion 
community, l think we should 
reflect what I am sure are the 
feelings of most of the people 
in this city in condemning the 
UBCM action." 

•"Personally. ’ T don’t think 
the municipalities are out rtf 
line'in standing up and saying 
quite clearly that in general 
the unions are hurting them." 
replied Robertson. 

McKnight’* motion was 
then passed by majority vote, 
with one alderman absent.

"I can find nothing in the 
city bylaws or in the Munici¬ 
pal Act thal would allow the 
council, actihg in a- quasi¬ 
judicial role, % to refuse to 
allow any re zoning applica¬ 
tion a public hearing," he told 
council. 

In fact, he said, in a case 
which did not specifically 
argue against a specified 
bylaw, the [tublic hearing was 
i he only procedure by which 
the applicant or owner of the 
property could argue his case 
against any and all opponents, 
including' the city’s planning 
consultant. 

"Your planning consultant, 
whose opinion seems to weigh 
most heavily with the city 
planning commission, implies 
in his report on my client’s 
application that he has some 
authority to allow certain uses 
or not. 1 cannot find any 
source for such authority, and 
since no procedural law 
exists, he. too. should argue 
his case at a public hearing." 

Mayor Howard McLean 


asked Scoffield if he was im¬ 
plying that the city had In 
fact no say as to how property 
in the city should be used. 

"I am only saying that it 
my client’s application con¬ 
travenes no specific city 
bylaw, then in spite of any 
comment oi* opinion of the 
city planning consultant, it 
must be forwarded to public 
hearing, since there is no 
other procedure by which we 
may argue my client’s case." 
Scoffield replied. 

City Manager Jim Sawyer 
was asked to comment on this 
observation by a city aider- 
man, and said that it had 
been the practice of council 
not to proceed to public hear¬ 
ing with applications which 
"do not meet the objectiv es of 
the over-all community plan,” 
and that this procedure had 
proven satisfactory in the 
past. 

There was, however, no pro¬ 
cedural bylaw- in place which 
stated specifically what could 
or could not be subject to pub¬ 
lic hearing. 

The alderman, George 
McKnight. observed that it 
might be in order Cor the city 


1o investigate a procedural 
bylaw on the matter. 

Mayor McLean made the 
point, however, thal the ad¬ 
vancement to public hearing 
could not be automatically 
"wide open.” 

"We must know in advance 
what is proposed and what 
the applicant will be doing 
both at the time and in future 
before we get into public 
hearing. Otherwise too many 
cases would require reassess¬ 
ment and another public heav¬ 
ing before a decision was ren¬ 
dered. and we*d get into a 
hopelessly backlogged situa¬ 
tion." he saiu. 

Scoffield insisted, however, 
that the consultant had 
"made assertions on behalf of 
the city" which he had no au¬ 
thority to do. 

“He would seem to be work¬ 
ing under the guidance of 
some master plan for the 
city," Scoffield said, "which is 
also unknown to me or the 
applicant. If there is a master 
plan, and my client is going 
against It. it should be a pub¬ 
lic plan and the arguments 
heard in public." 

McKnight insisted thal the

city was necessarily interest¬ 
ed in the planner’s reports, 
since they advised on the 
ramifications of any building 
action on the community as a 
whole. 

"I quite agree," Scoffield re¬ 
plied. "but I must still insist 
that he has no authority that I 
can find to interpret the besi 
interests of the city without a 
public hearing and without in 
fact appearing at that hearing 
and justifying his conclu¬ 
sions." 

He was thanked by the 
mayor tor his views, hut no 
agreement was reached and 
the matter of the public hear¬ 
ing remained tabled.

NEW WESTMINSTER 
Rebelling prisoners in B.C. 
Pen — who say they fear 
guards will launch a ‘ massa¬ 
cre’' assault to end the rebel¬ 
lion — Wednesday demanded 
that Mounties or the army 
replace guards. 

Convicted murderer Ivan 
Horvat, spokesman for the 
prisoners. told reporters. 
“The situation is getting des¬ 
perate. The inmates fear for 
their lives.” 


A 101-man Victoria-based 
army contingent of the 
PPCLI, fresh from battle ex¬ 
ercises in Alberta, arrived at 
the prison Wednesday to re¬ 
lieve a 72-n\an contingent. 

Horvat said first priority is 
to ensure those in positions of 
power do not panic and ‘‘start 
peppering this place with 
shutguns ... We are talking 


about lives on a mass scale.’* 

“We are worried that the 
organization in charge of guns 
and other weaponry floating 
around are the same people 
who shot down Mary Stein- 
ha user.” 

Miss Steinhauser. a prison 
classification officer, was 
slain when guards unleased a 
hail of gunfire in June, 1975 to 


end a 41-hour seige at the 
maximum-security prison. 

Horvat charged there was a 
shortage of food and water in 
the prison, resulting in a “tre¬ 
mendous potential” for an ep¬ 
idemic. 

He again pinned resj>onsi- 
bility for the revolt on condi¬ 
tions in the prison—Canada’s 
most troubled penal institu¬ 
tion — and called for the an¬ 
cient fortress-like facility to 
be abandoned. 

He said the hostage, guard 


Wayne Culbert. was being 
well treated and was feeling 
fine. Another hostage was 
freed Tuesday when the in¬ 
mate committee appeared on 
a television broadcast to air 
grievances against the prison 
system. 

It was the third time in two 
days that reporters had been 
allowed into the maximum se¬ 
curity prison here to listen to 
prisoners’ demands and con¬ 
ditions for the release of hos¬ 
tage Culbert. 


Bargaining between the 
prisoner committee and pris¬ 
on officials to free Culbert, 
and end the insurrection, now 
in its third day, stalled 
Wednesday morning over the 
role to be played by the citi¬ 
zens advisory .committee as 
intermediary in negotiations. 

Jack Stew’art, penitentiary 
service spokesman, said pris¬ 
on authorities were to meet 
privately with the prisoner

Fox to urge 
speedup

OTTAWA (CP) - Solicitor- 
General Francis Fox said 
Wednesday he will recom¬ 
mend acceleration of a build¬ 
ing program to replace old 
prisons such as British Co¬ 
lumbia and Laval maximum- 
security penitentiaries.. 

About 280 prisoners at 
Laval, north of Montreal, set 
fire to the main cellblock 
Monday night. At B.C. Peni¬ 
tentiary in New Westminster, 
about 200 prisoners apparent¬ 
ly have done heavy damage 
to the east wing and are hold¬ 
ing a 21-year-old guard hos¬ 
tage. 

Fox. at a news conference, 
thanked a B.C. prisoner com¬ 
mittee and a citizens advisory 
committee for doing “fairly 
well in a difficult situation.” 

Negotiations were under 
way as he s]K>ke between the 
two groups and prisoners, and 
he said he did not want to go 
into detail. The safety of the 
hostage was “the dominant 
factor,” he added. 


Fox said force would be 
used only on his orders. He 
was replying to a reporter's 
question about a hostage-ta.x- 
ing at the B.C. Penitentiary 
last year in which guards shot 
classification worker Mary 
Steinhauser as they rushed 
three prisoners holding Miss 
Steinhauser and 13 others. 

“Fairly extensive damage” 
had been done to the main 
cell block at Laval, once 
known as St. Vincent de Paul. 
It was closed as a maximum- 
security prison in 1970, then 
reopened in 1973 as the 
number of men being impri¬ 
soned began to soar. 

Thirty-two “carefully-select¬ 
ed” prisoners at Laval have 
been moved to three medium- 
security prisons in Quebec. 
Sixty-one men in a maximum- 
security psychiatric centre 
near Laval had been moved 
to the Pipel Institute, a provi- 
cial psychiatric centre, to

opened 
to French 


MONTREAL (CP) - Air 
Canada announced Wedes- 
day it Will immediately begin 
to implement terms of a court 
order requiring it to allow the 
use of French in aircraft 
cockpits. 

Airline president Claude 
Taylor has informed manage¬ 
ment personnel the Quebec 
Superior Court order has been 
served on the company and 
its terms will be honored, an 
airline spokesman said. 

The court order was issued 
Sept. 7 by Superior Court 
Chief Justice Jules Deschenes 
after a petition by Serge 
Joyal, Liberal MP for Maison- 
neuve-Rosemont, and 41 
French-speaking Air Canada 
pilots. 

The Quebec Court of Appeal 
refused last Wednesday a re¬ 
quest by the airline to have 
the injunction suspended’until 
an appeal could be heard. 

Joyal said in an interview 
the court order had not been 
served immediately after, the 
appeal court refusal because 
Air Canada’s lawyers had 
asked for time to seek clarifi¬ 
cation of certain points.

Canada warns UN 
on Cyprus sharing 


UNITED NATIONS (CP) - 
Canada told the UN bluntly 
Wednesday it will reconsider 
its participation in the Cyprus 
peacekeeping force if other 
members do not pay their fair 
share of costs. 

External Affairs Minister 
Donald Jamieson noted that 
only a dozen or so govern¬ 
ments contributed to the 
Cyprus operating fund in the 
first half of this year and that 
the account now is running a 
$40 million deficit. 

If the question is not settled 
soon, he told the General As¬ 
sembly, ‘‘my government 
will have to review its posi¬ 
tion as a troop contributor in 
Cyprus.” 

The 2.000-man force, on the 
island since 1964 to keep the 
peace between Greek and 
Turkish-Cypriots, includes 515 
Canadians. 

Jamieson's address marked 
his first appearance at the 
UN since he took over the ex¬ 
ternal affairs portfolio front 
Allan MaeEachen earlier litis 
month. 

It also was the kick-off for a

three-day diplomatic foray 
during which Jamieson will 
hold bilateral talks with key 
foreign ministers gathered 
here for the early stages of 
the fall session. 

In his General Assembly 


address, Jamieson pledged 
Canadian supporl for UN 
peace efforts in the Middle 
East and continued participa¬ 
ting in the Middle East peace¬ 
keeping forces, in which 1,100 
Canadians now* serv e. 

He also “warned that Cana¬ 
da will boycott a planned 1978 
UN conference on racial dis¬ 
crimination if the attempt to 
link Zionism with racial dis¬ 
crimination continues.” 

Jamieson expressed support 
for a \yest German proposal 
for action against the taking 
of hostages and international 
agreement on punishment for 
those who engage in such 
acts. 

And he urged the mem¬ 
bership not to give up on the 
recently - concluded and st;ll 
divided Law of the Sea con- 
lerence. 

Jamieson served notice that 
Canada will fight any move to 
suspend the right of Israel to 
participate in the General As¬ 
sembly. 

•T “Our purpose is to debate 
five issues, not to stifle them, 
he told the Assembly. 




Syrian armor crushes 
Palestinian resistance 


BEIRUT (AP) — Pales¬ 
tinian leaders ordered their 
fighting forces to fall back 
Wednesday in the face of a 
fierce onslaught by Syrian 
armor that broke the back of 
Palestinian-leftist resistance 
in mountain positions over¬ 
looking Beirut. 


ROME (Reuter) — For the 
second time in less than three 
months an industrial accident 
has released lethal chemicals 
over a wide area in Italy. 

Local authorities at Manfre- 
donia, on the southern Adria¬ 
tic coast, sealed off a four¬ 
square - mile area Wednesday 
around a petrochemical works 
owned by the state-controlled 
ANIC company. 

Several farm animal# were 
reported to have died after an 
explosion in the works Sunday, 
shot a large quantity of arse¬ 
nic into the atmosphere. 

Authorities banned all nor- 


Informed sources said the 
Palestinians ordered the re¬ 
treat because of the over¬ 
whelming strength of the 
Syrian attack, now in its sec¬ 
ond day, and because leftist 
irregulare were fleeing.

About 1.000 people have 
been evacuated in the Seveso 
area while experts there still 
are trying to find ways of 
eliminating the dioxin. Eva¬ 
cuee# have been told not to 
expect to return to their 
homes this year.

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U.K. seeks second mortgage 



H atlay turn, back at Heathrow

LONDON (AP) - Like a 
man trying to cover his debts 
with a second mortgage, the 
British government an¬ 
nounced Wednesday it will 
seek $3.9 billion in credits 
from the International Mone¬ 
tary Fund to halt the collapse 
of the pound sterling. 

The news sent the value of 
the pound up by nearly two 
cents in Canadian funds to 
$1.6213. 

Britain is beset by inflation 
of 13.8 per cent, record-high 
unemployment of 6.2 per cent, 
one of the lowest industrial 
productivity levels in the 
West, stringent labor wage 
demands, and a serious inter¬ 
national trade imbalance. 

Chancellor of the Exche¬ 
quer Denis Healey announced 
that the Labor government 
will seek the IMF standby 
credits. Britain has already 
borrowed nearly $2 billion, 
from the IMJf since last De¬ 
cember. 

The crisis brought calls 
from the opposition Conserva¬ 
tive party for creation of a co¬ 
alition government to rescue 
the country from economic 
ruin. 

In Washington, White House 
Press Secretary Ron Nessen 
said British Prime Minister 
James Callaghan telephoned 


President Ford on Wednesday 
morning to discusss the prob¬ 
lem. Nessen said the U.S. 
would support any action the 
IMF might take in response 
to a loan application from 
Britain.

Public hearing issue unresolved

PORT ALBERjNP — Does a 
city ^council have the right to 
deny a public hearing to a 
reaoning applicant when that 
applicant is not in fact in 
direct contravention of a spe¬ 
cific bylaw-? 

Lawyer Robert Seoffield 
raised the point at this week's 
fneeting of city council in aj>- 
pealing for a client's applica¬ 
tion to be advanced to public 
hearing. 

“I can find nothing in the 
city bylaws or in the Munici¬ 
pal* Act that would allow the 
council, acting in a quasi- 
judicial role, to refuse to 
allow any rezoning applica¬ 
tion a public hearing," he told 
council. 


In fact, he said, in a case 
which did not specifically 
argue against a specified 
bylaw, the [HJblic hearing was 
the only procedure by which 
the applicant or owner ol the 
property could argue his case 
against any and all opponents, 
, including the city’s planning 
consultant. 

“Your planning consultant, 
whose opinion seems to weigh 
most heavily with the city 
planning commission, implies 
in his rejxjrt on my client's 
application that he has some 
authority to allow certain uses 
or not. I cannot find any 
source for such authority, and 
since no . procedural law 
exists, he, too, should argue 
his case at a public hearing.” 

Mayor • Howard McLean 


asked Seoffield if he was im¬ 
plying that the city had in 
fact no say as to how property 
in the city should be used. 

“I am only saying that if 
my client’s application con¬ 
travenes no specific city 
bylaw, then in spite Qf any 
comment or opinion of the 
city planning consultant, it 
must t>e forwarded to public 
hearing, since there is no 
other procedure by which we 
may argue my client’s case,” 
Seoffield replied. 

City Manager Jim Sawyer 
was asked to comment on this 
observation by a city aider- 
man. and said that it had 
been the practice of council 
not to proceed to public hear¬ 
ing with applications which 
“do not meet the objectives of 


the over-all community plan,” 
and that this procedure had 
proven satisfactory in the 
past. 

There was, however, no pro¬ 
cedural bylaw' in place which 
stated specifically what could 
or could not be subject to pub¬ 
lic hearing. 

TWe alderman, George 
McKnight, observed that it 
might be in order for the city 
to investigate a procedural 
bylaw on the matter. 

Mayor McLean made the 
point, however, that the ad¬ 
vancement to public hearing 
could not be automatically 
“wide open.’’ 

“We must know in advance 
w'hat is proj>osed and what 
the applicant will be doing 
both at the time and io future 


before we get into public 
hearing. Otherwise too many 
cases would require reassess¬ 
ment and another public hear¬ 
ing before a decision was ren¬ 
dered: and we’d get into a 
hopelessly backlogged situa¬ 
tion,” he said. 

Seoffield insisted, however, 
that the “consultant had 
“made assertions on !>ehalf of 
the city" which he had no au¬ 
thority to do. 

“He would seem to be work¬ 
ing under the guidance of 
some master plan for the 
city." Seoffield said, “which is 
also unknown to me or the 
applicant. If there is a master 
jdan, and my client is going 
against it, it should be a pub¬ 
lic plan and the arguments 
heard in public." 


McKnight insisted that the 
city was necessarily interest¬ 
ed in the planner’s reports, 
since they advised on the 
ramifications of any building 
'action on the com/nunity as a 
whole. 

"I quite agree." Seoffield re¬ 
plied, “but I must still insis^* 
that he has no authority that WL 
can find to interpret the best 
interests of the city without a 
public hearing and without in 
fact appearing at that hearing 
and justifying his conclu¬ 
sions.” 

He was thanked b>* the 
mayor for his views, but no 
agreement was reached and 
the matter of the public hear¬ 
ing remained tabled.

Qualicum property owners 
want to ‘drive point home’

QUALICUM BEACH — The 
Qualicum Beach Water Prop¬ 
erty Association is voicing 
concern following last week’s 
razing by fire of the Morin 
cottage on the beach here. 

“The group is extremely 
concerned about the lack of 
protection and this is just one 
more case to drive the point 
home.” association spokes¬ 
man Douglas Lafferty said. 

The cottage is one or many 
along the beach which do not 
conform to present village 
bylaws and therefore cannot 
be rebuilt if they -bum down. 
Lafferty explained that 
owners cannot get full value 
from insurance companies in 
case of a complete loss. 

He said owners have fire in¬ 
surance but companies will 


not pay the full value of a 
building unless it is rebuilt. 
The bylaws prevent rebuild¬ 
ing so owners would have to 
take a cash settlement and 
•therefore a loss. 

Uftferty said owners of 
homes along the beach were 
reluctant to do extensive ren¬ 
ovations or remodelling be¬ 
cause of the fire insurance 
position.

PORT ALBERNI — Comox- 
Albemi MP Hugh Anderson is 
both “embarrassed" and 
“amazed” at the city’s action 
in putting the decision on the 
building of a new civic airport 
to iiubliv referendum. 

Addressing this week's city 
council meeting at his own 
request, Anderson said that 
the “apparent about-face" by 
the city would be an “embar¬ 
rassment for me to report to 
the minister (of .transport)’’ 
and would “seriously detract 
from the city’s credibility” in 
future requests for federal 
funding. 

He reminded council that it 
had applied for funding from 
the transport department in 
1974, agreeing at the same 
time to acquire the necessary 
land and provide specifica¬ 
tions if the funding was grant¬ 
ed. 

He had been pleased, to 
assist in the forwarding of the 
proposal with successive min¬ 
isters in the transport depart¬ 
ment over the past two years, 
he said, on terms that he felt 
the intent of the city was firm 
and he personally felt that the 
addition of the airport was 
"essential for the future 
growth of the area.’” 

During that time, the de¬ 
partment had conducted an 
extensive feasibility study in 
the area “as a direct result of 
the city’s proposal" and had 
established that a new site 
was indeed necessary for an 
airport. 

Thus early this year, he had 
been able to advise the mayor 
that a grant of $250,000 would 
be forthcoming from the de¬ 
partment by March or April, 
he said. 

"At no time during all these 
procedures was I advised that 
the city might no longer be in¬ 
terested in proceeding with 
the airport proposal, or that a 
public referendum would .be 
replacing the original deci¬ 
sion," he said. _ 

"If the npBtter was not con¬ 
clusively decided, why did the 
city make the original propos¬ 
al, and allow it to continue?” 
he asked. 

He did not think the depart- • 
ment would begrudge the 
funds already spent in making 
the studies, but was 
“amazed” that the city had 
changed its mind and would 
be satisfied to be "the only 
municipality of comparable 
size in the province not hav¬ 
ing adequate airport facili¬ 
ties." 


“I can only say that if this 
grant is turned down by the 
city, it will be a cold day in 
hdl when the credibility of 
the city in requesting future 
funding for this or similar 
projects is re-established," he 
concluded. 

Aid. George .McKnight de¬ 
fended the city’s position by 
pointing out that “things have 
changed" in the * two years 
since the original proposal 
had been made. 

“The current tax rates in 
this city rio longer allows for 
burdening the residents with 
further capital outlays or on¬ 
going costs such as are in¬ 
volved in the creation of an 
airport," he said. 

He sympathized with Ander¬ 
son’s position in the matter in 
having the city "change its 


mind," but insisted that the 
city now must have the an¬ 
swers to at* least three ques¬ 
tions before it could proceed 
with the new airport: Whether 
the regional district w as going 
to share in the costs; w h a t 
standards the department was 
going to apply to the airport 
construction, and w'hat the on¬ 
going maintenance and other 
costs were going to be once 
the airport was completed. 

Anderson replied that such 
things as paved runways 
might be eligible for further 
grants from the department, 
but asked McKnight if he in 
turn could "assure your tax¬ 
payers that if the airport is 
not built now, the same land 
and construction costs will 
build It in the future?"

DUNCAN — The former 
chief of the Cowichan Indian 
band, which is the largest in 
British Columbia, revealed 
Wednesday that he will be 
seeking an aldermanic posi¬ 
tion on city council here this 
November. 

Dennis Alphonse, 43, who 
was chief of the band for 
eight years and a member of 
its 4 council for 22. told the Col¬ 
onist Wednesday that a better 
working relationship could be 
developed between the city 
and the band, if a member 
was on city council. 

"I have felt this for many 
years, but I have been just 
recently given an opportunity 
to spend more time in the 
community . %. so I have de¬ 
cided to take a crack at it," 
he said. 

Alphonse recently stepped 
down from a position as exec¬ 
utive director of the Victoria 
Native Friendship Centre, 
where he communted daily, to 
take a similar post in the 
Cowichan Valley. 

The city of Duncatf has a 
mutual boundary with the 
Cowichan Indian reserve and 
in recent years a large 
amount of commercial devel¬ 
opment ha? been taking place 
on leased Indian land.

Duncan Mayor Ken Paskin, 
when inferrned of the former 
chiefs intentions, said he had 
a deep respect for Alphonse’s 
ability and would w-elcome 
him on council, if elected. 

"We have always had a 
good relationship with the 
band," Pasking stated," but I 
agree with Alphonse that a 
band member on council 
could only Improve the 
present sitation."

Aldermen attack two UBCM resolutions

PORT ALBERNI - The 
city of Port Al^emi has of¬ 
ficially ‘‘dissociated" itself 
from two resolutions peeed 
at the recent convention ri I 
the Union of B.C. M«»* ! .gl¬ 
ides. 

Aid: George McKnight. who 
had ajioken out strongly 
against the resolutions at the 
convention, made the motion 
to have the city dissociate it¬ 
self with Resolutions 62 and 
64, which were sponsored by 
the cities of Vernon and Ke¬ 
lowna. 

Both are considered by 
those in the labor movement 


as highly “anti-union" and 
have been attacked as such 
by uion leaders since the 
convention. 

Resolution 62 essentially 
, calls lor provincial legislation 
to provide the "right to work" 
to non-union members — an 
abolition of the closed shop. 

Resolution 64 also urges ac¬ 
tion by the provincial Legisla¬ 
ture to prohibit the picketing 
during a strike of any pre¬ 
mises other than ^he ."place of 
employment of 'the union 
members involved in the 
strike." • 

With some anger. McKnight 
branded the two resolutions 
"fascist piece? of legislation" 


that were “smuggled” into 
the convention through Ver¬ 
non and Kelowna by the 
present Socred government. 

McKnight claimed that in 
locations in the United States 
where-such o|>en-shop legisla¬ 
tion was in place, the average 
wage was some $1.80 below 
the national average.for the 
same type of work. 

Aid. Walter Behn added 
that the day the resolutions 
were passed in. Vancouver 
was being termed "Black Fri¬ 
day" by the labor movement 
in the province. 

"Labor can do without the 
type of friends we find in the 
UBCM who would vote lor 


such measures,” he said. “If 
they were to be passed into 
law, they would ruin years of 
effort by labor to obtain what 
it has for the workers of this 
province." 

Aid. Jim Robertson, howev¬ 
er, said that both McKnight 
and Behn had a "conflict of 
interest." 

“It is common knowledge 
that both these gentlemen are 
union activists in the commu¬ 
nity," ’he said. “I don’t think 
they should inflict their views 
' on the rest of council on these 
terms:" 

Aid. Alice Ihiko tteid that 
she had voted against the res¬ 
olutions at the convention, but 


only because she agreed that 
they had no place in the con¬ 
ducting of municipal'affairs. 

"It is just such confronta¬ 
tion and threats as w'e are 
hearing here tonight that are 
causing much of the labor 
problems in this province. I 
for one don’t think that this 
type of action will accomplish 
anything in an already- 
complex situation.” she said. 

Behn ?aid that it was not 
labor but the “vested business 
interests" that were causing 
confrontations in labor dis¬ 
putes, and McKnight said that 
he could see no inconsistency 
or conflict of interest in Ms 
supfjort of the union move¬ 
ment. 


funding is turned down now. it 
will be most difficult to con¬ 
vince the department of your 
serious intent on the matter in 
future," he said. 

"If things have changed, 
and if the city was haring 
second thoughts about the 
project over the past two 
years, wasn’t it a bit ridicu¬ 
lous to allow the department 
to proceed on the assumption 
that it was still ok?’’ 

Aid. Alice Chiko then put 
the direct question to Ander¬ 
son as to whether, if the an¬ 
swer on the referendum was 
positive, the funds would still 
be available. 

Anderson replied that there 
were other municipalities in 
the province which were jjos- 
sibly awaiting funding, and it 
would not be fair to hold up 
their requests. He felt he 
would have to so advise the 
transport minister. 

Mayor Howard McLean 
pointed cut to Anderson that 
jt was only after being as¬ 
sured of federal funding, that 
the city was able to inves¬ 
tigate property costs. 

“When we did, we found 
that the cost of land went 
beyond our capital fund for 
the project, and this was es¬ 
sentially what caused the split 
in .council and the decision to 
'.go to referendum,” he said. 

Aldermen Walter Behn. Jim 
Robertson and . Alice Chiko 
had some further comments 
as to how and why the deci¬ 
sion had been made to go to 
referendum, and Aid. Chiko 
summed up the situalion with 
the comment to Anderson that 
"we have debated all this ad 
infinitum, and that’s the deci¬ 
sion we reached.” 

Anderson could only reiter¬ 
ate during the discussion that 
he found it a “serious mat¬ 
ter" that ajrparently the coun¬ 
cil could not speak with una¬ 
nimity on behalf of “those 
who elected you to do so.” 
and that a derision to turn 
back the available federal 
funding would seriously jeoj>- 
ardize obtaining it at some fu¬ 
ture date. 

"I am deeply concerned 
about the lbture growlh ot 
this city without fully ade¬ 
quate communications and 
transport," he said. 


Aid. Mgrk Ivezich said that 
while he had not attended the 
convention, - he was “ap¬ 
palled" that the UBCM would 
pas? such resolutions. 

“In . an essentially union 
community, I think we should 
reflect what I am sure are the 
feelings of most of the people 
in this city in condemning the 
UBCM action.” 

“Personally. I don’t think- 
the municipalities are out of 
line in standing up and saying 
quite clearly that in general 
the unions are hurting them,” 
replied Robertson. 

McKnight’s motion was 
then passed by majority vote, 
with one alderman absent.

U.S. embassy refutes 
allegations by Hurtig

A s|>okesman for the exter¬ 
nal affairs department gave 
some support to the U.S.

Hurtig said in a speech In 
Ihe Ottawa CIC branch that 
Ambassador Thomas Enders 
is guilty of lying, distortion, 
deception and misrepre¬ 
sentation in speeches he haa 
been _ giving across p the 
country. 

His main attack was on a 
statement from Enders’ that 
American investment in Can¬ 


ada is drying up. He said this 
is "plainly a downright lie." 

Hurtig. a founder or Ihe 
non-political commiltee which 
seeks to reduce the amount of 
foreign control of Canadian 
industry, said Enders has 
given speeches "full ol mis¬ 
leading distortion, loaded with 
blatant inaccuracies and de¬ 
ceptively advocating policies 
definitely not In the best inter¬ 
ests of Canada." 

He said Canadians would bo, 
advised to ignore Enders, who 
came Jiere seven months ago 


to take over from Ambas¬ 
sador William Porter. 

The embassy responsp was i 
the third in less than a day. 

Both the American state¬ 
ment and the external affairs * 
spokesman made the same 
jKdnt: Enders w as referring 
to "direct" investment drying 
up in Canada. 

Quoting Statistics Canada 
figures Ihe statement said 
that direct U.S. investment 
was 5615 million in 1974 and 
5535 million In 1975.

PITTSBURGH U’PI) 
Pittsburgh general-manager 
Joe L. Brown announced his 
resignation Wednesday, mark¬ 
ing the end of an era for the 
Pirates. 

A son of ihe lale famous co¬ 
median, Joe E. Brown, he had 
been in the job for 21 years 
and was the only general 
manager thousands of Pirate 
fans have ever known. 

Broken, 58, hinted through¬ 
out the season that retirement 
might be on his horizon, say¬ 
ing he "didn't know" if he 
would relurn for the 1S77 sea¬ 
son. But few- people took him 
seriously. 

Robust and in good health, 
Brown was the Pirates to 
many people. 

Although he has been the 
only Pirate official reporters 
and players have addressed 
as "Mr.," he has never been 
remote from the people who 
play and watch the game. 

Brown grew' up in the aura 
of Hollywood,, but he never 
wanted to he a movie slar. 
His goal was to he a profes¬ 
sional baseball player. 

An arm Injury ended hi* 
dream when he was 16, bul 
not his enthusiasm for the 
game. 

He left UflLA, where he 
wa* studying journalism, at 
20 to begin his first job in 
baseball administration as as¬ 
sistant business manager of 
the Chicago White Sox’s Class 
D farm club at Lubbock, 
Texas. 

"I drove ihe team bus. 
shagged balls, took tickets, 
, helped wilh the books, count¬ 
ed the money and helped run 
the concessions." Brown once 


recalled. "But it meant * 
start for me, and (hat's all 
that counted." 

Brown held various ad¬ 
ministrative and publicity 
jobs in baseball and hockey 
before he joined what he 
always calls the "Pirate fami¬ 
ly" as general manager of Ihe 
Burs' New Orleans club tn 
1951. 

Four years later, at ihe age 
of 37. he became the Pirates' 
general manager, succeeding 
Branch Rickey. 

Brown said when be wa* 
appointed to the job his goal 
was to bring a world cham¬ 
pionship to Pittsburgh. In 
1960. he saw his goal ac¬ 
complished. After an eclipse, 
the Pirates returned to domi¬ 
nation in (he eastern division 
of the National League in 
1970, winning the pennant five 
of the last seven years and 
the World Series in 1971.

Ripoffs 
on rise 
- survey 

Been ripped off in the last 
year? 

You’re not alone, according j 
to a survey earlier this year ' 
by two University of Victoria j 
sociologists. 

The survey on crime in B.C. | 
by Dnn Koenig and Trevor i 
Proverbs showed that one in ! 
four persoas taking part said 
they had been victims of theft j 
from their home. car. garage j 
or at work within the past 12 j 
months. 

Most of the 905 responding 
to the survey thought 'or¬ 
ganized crime was on the in- 
crease in the province but not 
in their particular area. 

Most also thought there was 
some illicit use of drugs in 
high schools but only 28 per 
cent thought it happened 
"very often." 

And 39 per cent said they 
learned about high school 
drug activity from "friends." 
while 17 per cent named their 
school-age children as the 
source of the information. 

On loan-sharking activity.- 
about .95 per cent responded 
that they had never been fln- 
proached with offers for 
money at interest rates higher 
than conventional bank, loan 
office or pawn shop rates. 

Almost two per cent re¬ 
sponded that they knew of 
persons haring been threat¬ 
ened or beaten for default of 
loan payments. About 91 per 
cent said they didn’t know 
anything about such loans.

The bluffs there are being 
eaten away by wind, waves 
and storms at the rate of five 
or six feet a year, he said, 
and houses near the edge 
could end up in the sea within 
a decade.

Sidney Mayor Peter Mal¬ 
colm has misgivings about his 
council’s decision to sj»end up 
to $10,000 on a collection of In¬ 
dian artifacts* from The Bar¬ 
gain House, a Sidney antique 
Store ownjd by Sidney aider- 
man ana finance chairman 
Gib Baal. 

Malcolm said Tuesday that 
Baal's proposed sale of the 
collection to council is “a 
touchy subject.” 

“Baal, in effect, would prof¬ 
it from a transaction dealing 
with the town,” Malcolm said. 

Baal told the Colonist Tues¬ 
day he bought the Mason col¬ 
lection on behalf of his store 
for "several thousands of dol¬ 
lars.” Baal also owns the 
Brentwood Bargain Barn. 

Baal is holding the collec- 
ti6n until council makes a 
final authorization of pay¬ 
ment. At the Bargain House 
the collection was selling for 
'$10,000. 

Council plans to place the 
collection in the Sidney muse¬ 
um. 

Malcolm said from his 
home Tuesday he was per¬ 
sonally opposed to buying the 
collection because of Baal’s 
involvement in the sale, lie 
al«*> said that, if purchased, it 
would cost the municipality 
between $6,000 and $10,000. 

"We shouldn’t sjiend the 
taxpayers’ money to pad our 
museum,” he said. "Council 
members are-not paid to buy 
antiques for the museum. We 
have a couple of hot-shot mu¬ 
seums nearby. and we 
shouldn’t start competing 
with them.” 

Baal withdrew from discus- 
r sion on the Mason collection 
Monday night in council and 
didn't vote on the matter. 

Council voted to ask North 
Saanich to join it in buying 
the collection from The Bar¬ 
gain Houtfe. ** 

Council made purchase of 
the collection subject to -ap¬ 
praisal by the Provincial Mu¬ 
seum. However, the muse¬ 


um's assistant ethnology 
jlirector, Alan Hoover, said 
Tuesday that it isn't musfeufn 
poltcy to give- appraisals. . 

Baal bought the collection 
from Jim Mason of Sidney, 
and said it was comprised of 
original items afid "junk that 
Jim Mason picked .up over 
the last 10 years or so from 
auctions.” 

The Bargain House, which 
used to be a livery stable, was 
stated by Mason’s father, Jo¬ 
seph, in 1928. Baal has owned, 
the store for several years 
and the Mason collection is 
not connected with that pur¬ 
chase. 

"It was a second-hand 
store,” Mason said! "We trad¬ 
ed chipped and cracked china 
to the Indians on Vancouver 
Island to use in their pot- 
latches. In return we got 
sweaters." 

Mason, whose hobby is col¬ 
lecting antiques, especially 
guns, said his parents also 
traded heaters, stoves, and 
shovels to the Indians on the 
Island, in exchange for Indian 
golds. 

Mason said that one basket 
in the collection bought by 
Baal was once worth $1, and 
now i§ worth $400 or $500. 

Both director Edwards and 
assistant ethnology director 
Hoover were unaware of the 
existence of the Mason collec¬ 
tion. Director of ethnology 
Peter Macnair' was out of 
town and could not be 
reached. 

Baal said Tuesday that two 
small totem poles in the 
Mason collection have an es¬ 
timated value of $1,000 each. 

Baal said Mason had been 
in touch with the Provincial 
Museum about buying the col¬ 
lection, "but they wouldn't 
pay the price, and I was will¬ 
ing to pay.” 

"It’s an excellent invest¬ 
ment." he added. "It in¬ 
creases in value each year. I 
know one local man who has 
made himself a millionaire by 
selling artifacts in the eastern

The possibility of a fine 
bylaw- enabling the city to 
levy fines of up to $5,000 for 
failure to obtain building or 
demolition permits is being 
considered by Victoria city 
council. 

At their weekly informal 
policy session Tuesday, the 
aldermen Instructed city so¬ 
licitor Jakob de Villiers to 
prepare a report to council on 
the matter. 

Aid. Robert Wright said in 
an interview after the meet¬ 
ing that fines were too low- 
now to deter anyone from 
abusing the system. 

Council’s action was trig¬ 
gered by the increasing fre¬ 
quency with which developers 
are abusing the permit sys¬ 
tem. 

Failure to take out a build¬ 
ing or demolition permit now 
carries a fine of $2$. 

Last week, a developer de¬ 
molished a building at Oscar 
and Chester in Fairfield with¬ 
out getting a permit. 

Wright said the permit, had 
been requested and made 
out, but the developer never 
picked it up. 

If there’s a maximum fine 
of $5,000 "and or jail sen¬ 
tence.” Wright said, develop¬ 
ers would think .twice aboui 
tearing down a building with¬ 
out a permit.

Fox to urge

OTTAWA (CP» Solicitor- 
General Francis Fox said 
Wednesday he will recom¬ 
mend acceleration of a build¬ 
ing program to replace old 
prisons such as British Co¬ 
lumbia and Laval maximum- 
security penitentiaries. 

About 28U prisoners at 
Laval, north of Montreal, set 
lire to the main cellblock 
Monday' night. At B.C. Peni¬ 
tentiary in New Westminster, 
about 200 prisoners apparent¬ 
ly have done heavy damage 
to the east wing and are hold¬ 
ing a 21-year-old guard hos¬ 
tage. 

Fox. at a news conference, 
thanked a B.C. prisoner com¬ 
mittee an<l a citizens’ advisory 
committee for doing "fairly 
well in a difficult situation." 

Negotiations were under 
way as he spoke between the 
two groups and prisoners, and 
he said he did not w'ant to go 
into detail. The safety of the 
hostage was "the dominant 
factor," he added. 


Fox said force would he 
used only on his orders. He 
was replying to a re[xirter's 
question about a hostage-tak¬ 
ing at the B.C. Penitentiary 
last year in which guards shot 
classification worker Mary 
Steinhauser as they rushed 
. three prisoners holding Miss 
Steinhauser and 13 others. 

"Fairly extensive damage" 
had been done to the main 
cell block at Laval, once 
known as St. Vincent de Paul. 
It was closed as a maximum- 
security prison in 1970, then 
reopened in 1973 as the 
number of men being impri¬ 
soned began to soar. 

Thirty-two "carefully select¬ 
ed" prisoners at Laval have 
been moved to three medium- 
security prisons in Quebec-. 
Sixty-one men in a maximum- 
security psychiatric centre 
near Laval had been moved 
to the Pi pel Institute, a provi- 
cial psychiatric centre, to

Horvat said first priority is 
to ensure those in positions of 
power do not panic and “start 
peppering this place with 
shotguns . . . We are talking 


abxit lives on a mass scale." 

"We are worried that the 
organization in charge of guns 
and other weaponry floating 
around are the same people 
who shot down Mary Stein¬ 
hauser.” 

Miss Steinhauser. a prison 
classification officer, was 
slain when guards unleashed a 
hail cl gunfire in June. 1975, to 


end a 41-hour siege at the 
maximum-security prison. 

Horvat charged ther* was a 
shortage of food and water in 
the prison, resulting in a "tre¬ 
mendous potential” for an e|>- 
idemic. 

He again pinned responsi¬ 
bility for the revolt on condi¬ 
tions in the prison- Canada’s 
most troubled penal institu¬ 
tion — and called for the an¬ 
cient fortress-like facility lo 
be abandoned. 

He said the hostage, guard 


Wayne Culbert. was being 
well treated and was feeling 
fine. Another hostage was 
freed Tuesday when the in¬ 
mate committee apjieared on 
a television broadcast to air 
grievances against the prison 
system. 

It was the third time, in two 
days that reporters had been 
allowed into the maximum se¬ 
curity prison here to listen to 
prisoner’ demands and con¬ 
ditions for the release of hos¬ 
tage Culbert. 


Bargaining between the

L'NLTED NATIONS <CPt 
Canada told the UN bluntly 
Wednesday it will reconsider 
its participation in the Cyprus 
peacekeeping force if other 
members do not pay their fair 
share of cosls. 

External Affairs Minister 
Donald Jamieson noted that 
only a dozen or so govern¬ 
ments contributed to the 
Cyprus operating fund in the 
first half of this year and that 
the account now is running a 
$40 million deficit. 

If the question is not settled 
soon, he told the General As¬ 
sembly. ' ‘ m y government 
will have to review its posi¬ 
tion as a troop contributor in 
Cyprus." 

The 2,003-man force, on the 
island since 1964 to keep the 
peace between Greek and 
Turkish Cypriots, includes 515 
Canadians. 

Jamieson’s address marked 
his first appearance at the 
UN since he took over the ex¬ 
ternal affairs portfolio from 
Allan MacEachen earlier this 
month.

Four-year term 
for corporal , 
in fraud case 


Sidney Alderman Gib 'Baal 
has decided not to sell $10,000 
worth of Indian artifacts to 
Sidney council. 

Council voted Monday night 
to ask North Saanich to join it 
in purchasing the collection 
from The Bargain House, a 
Sidney antique store owned by 
Baal, who is also council’s fi¬ 
nance chairman. 

Baal agreed with Mayor 
Peter Malcolm's remark on 
Tuesday that purchase of the 
collection by council was "a 
touchy subject.” 

Malcolm said Wednesday 
that he is "not unhappy” with 
Baal’s decision. "He was get¬ 
ting so many phone calls he 
decided to stop the issue be¬ 
fore it went any further. 

Baal could not be reached 
for comment on his withdraw¬ 
al of the collection, but it was 
learned Wednesday that he 
will either sell the artifacts as 
a complete set or offer it to 
Sidney again when he is no 
longer on council.

A Canadian Forces corporal 
was sentenced Wednesday to 
four years in prison and dir-’ 
missed from the service by a 
five-man court martial board 
at CFB Esquimalt. 

Robert Allan Ganner. 32, of 
4639 Cordova Bay Road, Saan¬ 
ich, received the sentence 
after the board found him 
guilty of 12 of 24 original 
charges, mostly in connection 
with his term as president of 
Club 11. the junior ranks mess 
at CFB Esquimau, between 
Oct. 1, 1973, and March 18. 
1976. 

Ganner was convicted on 
five counts of fraud, four 
counts of conduct prejudicial 
to good order and discipline, 
two counts of stealing and a 
. charge of wilfully making a 
false entry in a document. 

Conspiracy charge 

Proceedings were stayed on 
five counts of conduct prejudi¬ 
cial to good order and dis¬ 
cipline. two counts of acts 
prejudicial to good order and 
discipline, and one count of 
fraud. 

A conspiracy charge was 
-challenged by the court Mon¬ 
day and a verdict of not guilty 
handed down because of the 
lack of a "prima facie" case 
by the prosecution, directed 
by Major William Reed of Ed¬ 
monton with the asistance of 
Capt. Mel Hunt of Vancouver. 

Three other charges, of 
fraud, conduct prejudicial to 
good order and discipline and 
an act prejudicial to good 
order and discipline, were 
met with a verdict of not 
guilty. 

Ganner. who had been ex¬ 
tremely calm during the six- 
day trial, appeared flushed 
after the court president. 
Capt. Richard Okrus of Mari¬ 
time Command Pacific, pro¬ 
nounced sentence. 

Fraud convictions 

Of the 24 charges read to 
Ganner during the opening 
day of the court martial Sept. 
21, 21 were in connection with 
dealings at the Club 44. The 
others were in connection 
with armed forces property 
found at Ganner’s home and 
the Fleet Diving Unit Pacific, 
where he wt>rked. 

The fraud convictions re¬ 
sulted from a $175 receipt 
bearing his signature w*hich 
was not "redeemed” or paid 
back in cash to the club, a 
staff Christmas party which 
cost $1,400 from various club 
sources, bottles of liquor 
taken from the club, the set¬ 
ting of automatic bar equip¬ 
ment at seven-eighths of an 
ounce while accounting for a 
full ounce, and destroying bar 
cards beyond limits set by the 
club. 

Ganner is expected to be 
transported t o Canadian 
forces detention barracks in 
Edmonton and, because the 
sentence is in excess of two 
years, transferred to a federal 
penitentiary to serve the sen¬ 
tence. 

An automatic review of the 
sentence will go before Rear- 


Admiral A. L. Collier, com¬ 
mander maritime forces Pa¬ 
cific, who signed the order 
convening the court martial. 

Appeals possible 

Appeals may be launched to 
the chief of the defence staff 
on the finding of the board 
and on the severity of sen¬ 
tence. Such appeals are nor¬ 
mally heard by a court con¬ 
sisting of two federal and one 
provincial judge. 

Three other men are facing 
courts martial in connection 
with the operation of the 
mess. 

Cpl. Michael Joseph Sylvio 
Dalrymple of 1339 Saunders *in 
Esquimau, a former Club 44 
vice-president, is facing 12 
charges in a disciplinary 
court martial due to start Fri¬ 
day morning. Dalrymple was 
formally charged before the 
three-man board Tuesday and 
will be represented by lawyer 
Alan Bigelow* of Victoria. 

Master Corporal Adlolf Gus¬ 
tav Plewa and former Master 
Corooral Craig Campbell, 
both former managers, have 
courts martial set for Oct. 19. 

Charges amended 

The board, which consisted 
of Okros. Cmdr*. Phillip Bis- 
<ell of fleet school, Cmdr. 
Harley Kieran of HMCS 
Yukon, Lt.-Cmdr. Douglas Al- 
derson of maritime command 
Pacific and Lieut. Dietmar 
Baltes of HMCS Thunder, 
amended three of the charges 
for which Ganner was found 
guilty. 

On a stealing charge, the 
hoard said that the amount: 
was $30, not $100. 

On a charge of conduct pre¬ 
judicial to good order and dis¬ 
cipline. it deleted three tool 
boxes from a list which in¬ 
cluded ei"ht snao shackles, a 
sleeping bag. n five-gallon ier- 
ri-enn. three life jackets, five 
scuba tank valves, a set of 
«'*rew drivers, and a U.S. 
diver’s light. 

In a fraud charge, it deleted 
rnonev taken from a lottery 
for hinds which went towards 
the Christmas party. 

Lengthy address 

In a lengthy address to the 
hoard bv judge advocate Lt.- 
Col. J. B. Fay of Halifax, a 
p-r**”t deal of time was spent 
dealing with the seven fraud 
charges. 

Fay warned the officers 
that the ingredient of intent lo 
defraud must he present. 

He noted that there was an 
abundance of evidence, which 
was corroborated, that there 
w*as illegal use of bar chits, 
which were IOUs signed bv 
executive and staff at the club 
and later redeemed at happy 
hour (half) prices. 

In connection with the se- 
ven-eighths-ounce setting of 
the Wunderbar liquor dis¬ 
pensers. Fay said he disa¬ 
greed with a witness. Lt.- 
Cmdr. John Campbell, pacific 
command comptroller. 

In his testimony Monday. 
Campbell suggested that each 
individual customer suffered 
the loss because he or she 


was paying for a full ounce 
while getting only seven- 
eighths. 

• Fay said that the club pur¬ 
chased the liquor and was de¬ 
prived of the proceeds. He 
said further that the board 
could infer from testimony 
that Ganner caused the dis¬ 
penser to be set at that 
amount. 

Fay asked the hoard 
whether the accused man. as 
president, could be unaware 
of an overage of $7,874.10. the 
amount calculated, by Camp¬ 
bell for the six-month perkxl 
from Sept. 25, 1975, to Mar. 
18, 1976. 

Fay said that Ganner had a 
duty to inform the non-public 
funds accounts officer of the 
seven-eighths of an ounce set¬ 
ting and did not do so. 

Mitigation process 

Throughout his address to 
die board. Fay referred to 
tapes of Ganner’s conversa¬ 
tion with military police on 
July 12 which were admitted 
as evidence. 

Following Okrus’ pro¬ 
nouncement on the board’s 
findings, the court went into a 
mitigation process at which 
Ganner’s service record was 
introduced. 

He enlisted in the Royal 
Canadian Navy in 1961 and 
served until 1964, re-enlisting 
Sept. 20, 1967. 

Ganner. a ship’s diver by 
trade, had two character 
witnesses from fleet diving 
unit Pacific, Lt. Mark Draibye 
and Lt.-Cmdr. A. W. Rouse, 
the commanding officer of the 
unit. 

Personnel short 

Draibye. who cited Gan¬ 
ner’s extreme amount of ini- 
.tiative, conscientiousness, ef¬ 
ficiency and generosity, told 
the court that Ganner had 
personal problems just prior 
to the three-man hoa»*d of in¬ 
quiry- which resulted in the 
court martial. Draibye said 
Ganner and his wife separat¬ 
ed and his mother, who died 
the day after he was released 
from 17 days in custody, suf¬ 
fered a stroke. 

Rouse said he thought high¬ 
ly of Ganner and said he was 
reluctant to let Ganner stand 
as president of Club 44 in 1973 
because of a shortage of per¬ 
sonnel at the diving unit. 

“Would you have Cpl. Gan¬ 
ner back in your command?" 
asked defence lawyer Major 
Brian MuifAiy of CFB Peta- 
wawa, Ont. 

"Without question,” Rouse 
replied. 

Murphy told the court that 
Ganner had personal debts 
amounting to $7,592, including 
$6,000 to a bank. 

He said that the purpose of 
military- punishment was to 
maintain discipline and 
suggested it was within the 
realm of the court to, hand out 
a susj>ended sentence with 
probation. 

The board took about three 
hours to find its verdict and 
another hour to decide on sen¬ 
tence.

Saanich sergeant gap could leave hole in pay

ll wasn’t exactly a love af¬ 
fair. 

But in the uncertain world 
of labor relations it was . . . 
well . . . the next best thing. 

For the near 20 years of 
their relationship, the Saanich 
Police Association and the ad¬ 
ministration were that way 
about each other. No bailies, 
no threats, no breakdown in 
normal routine. Just one very 
minor arbitration hangup. 
And that was it. 

Until early this year . . . 

The first real tiff had its 
beginning then, and by the 
time it reached public atten¬ 
tion Wednesday it was of 
eoast-to-coast interest. 

Those who head up the 
101-man association say police 
across the country will be 
awaiting the results of the 
Saanich case that went before 
a B.C. Labor Relations Board 


Shrinking bargaining unit worries other police forces

The mam interest revolves 
around the promotion of twq 
staff sergeants to the rank of 
inspector without Anything 
being done to add new staff 
sergeants in their place. 

The association’s argument 
is that this effectively re¬ 
moves two higher-paid men 
from the bargaining unit, and 
through the strange mathe¬ 
matical system of the federal 
Anti-Inflation Board, will cut 
about seven cents an hour off 
the 1977 pay increase of each 
member — or, in one harder- 
to-take dose, $146 a year. 

That’s taking into consider¬ 
ation the failure to replace a 
third staff sergeant who re¬ 
tires today. 

Cpl. Phillip Jamieson, pres¬ 
ident of the association, told

the hearing the AIB works 
from the size of an employee 
group in the last month of its 
contract. 

If. for instance, there i/ to. 
be a guideline eight-per-cent 
increase allowed (that will be 
six per cent next year) the 
increase is calculated on a 
lump sum for the allowable 
number in the group. If the 
number is down from last 
year, so is the lump sum. 

Jamieson said in an inter¬ 
view he discovered during the 
national convention of police 
associations in Edmonton last 
week that no other department 
had had personnel removed 
from its bargaining unit with¬ 
out replacement. He said the 
Saanich case created wide¬ 
spread interest on the grounds 
that it could mean trouble 
eventually for other forces. 


Jamieson is also president 
of the B.C. Federation of 
Peace Officers and first vice? 
president of the Canadian as¬ 
sociation. 

- The hearing was told the 
staff sergeants promoted 
were Robin Stewart and Ron 
Coulter. The staff sergeant re¬ 
tiring today is George Walton. 
The jjromotions mean the de¬ 
partment will have four in¬ 
spectors and two staff ser¬ 
geants. At one time there 
were five staff sergeants. 

The association has a three- 
part application before the 
board. 

It seeks to have its charter 
changed so inspectors can be 
included in the bargaining 
unit. It is also seeking to 
prove the Saanich police 
board was guilty of a breach 
of the collective agreement in 


refusing to replace the pro¬ 
moted staff sergeants#. The 
third point involves a- claim 
that technological change was 
actually used in that the em¬ 
ployer failed to meet with the 
employees and discuss an is¬ 
sue that changed the total of 
employees. 

The inspectors made it 
clear during testimony that 
they prefer a bargaining unit 
of their own and don’t want to 
be in the association. 

Most have served in the 
past as* associatin officers, but 
they said their new duties in¬ 
volve close work with man¬ 
agement and that it would 
make it difficult for them to 
share the confidence of asso¬ 
ciation members. 

Jamieson’s argument was 
that there had been no real 


discussion with Police Chief 
R. A. Peterson before the pro¬ 
motions were put into effect 
and that there were no job 
postings to fill the vacated 
roles. 

Beyond that was the claim 
that the Saanich police board 
appeared to put ]>art of the 
blame for the * operational 
change on the B.C. police 
commission by saying that 
the commission thought the 
force had "too many NCOs.” 

The association entered a 
letter from B.C. Commission 
chairman John Hogarth deny¬ 
ing that the commission had 
ever made such a comment to 
anyone on the Saanich board. 

Jamieson said the police 
chief would go only so far as 
to say there w*as “nothing in 
writing” from the commission 
about the excesjrfve man¬ 
power claim. 
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
